Cut A young men’s Bible class 
Fromthe in Pennsylvania, called the 
Loaf ‘Anchor Class,’’ asked us for 

a brief comment on their 
class verse as above, which they desired 
to frame and exhibit in their class room 
as an inspiration and testimony to 
others. Considering the verse in the light 
of its context, we said: 

“Our Lord Jesus Christ is the hope set 
before us to whom we have fled for refuge, 
and on whom we have laid hold by faith. 
He, as our forerunner, has entered for us 
within the veil. He has gone into heaven. 
Our hope therefore entering there in Him 
makes Him to be for us there an anchor 
of the soul, both sure and stedfast.’’ 
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With this issue the present Associate 
Editor relinquishes his responsibility for 
the editing and make-upof the MonTHLY, 

which he has carried for 
Retirement fifteen years, and his suc- 
Of our cessor will be introduced 
Associate to our readers a month 
Editor hence. 

Our acquaintance and 
friendship with Dr. J. H. Ralston began 
in 1909 when he was called to Chicago 
by the Laymen’s Evangelistic Com- 
mittee of this city to report and thus 
promote the great Gipsy Smith meetings 
held under their auspices. Previously 
leading dailies of the country had em- 
ployed his services as the reporter of the 
great debates of the General Assembly 
of the Presbyterian church, of which 
denomination he is an honored presbyter. 

Dr. Ralston’s connection with the 
Moody Bible Institute dates from the 
close of the Gipsy Smith campaign, a 
connection which was not limited to his 
editorial work, important as that was. 
He has been a teacher of Bible Doctrine 
and New Testament Greek in what are 
now known as the Day and Evening 
Schools of the Institute; but more par- 
ticularly did he serve for years first, as 
Secretary of the Correspondence De- 
partment, and subsequently as Dean 
of the Correspondence School, when it 
became a part of the Educational De- 
partment of the Institute. He is also 
the author of one of the correspondence 
courses known as ‘‘Fundamentals of 
Christian Faith.’ The years in which 
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Dr. Ralston was the official head of the 
correspondence work of the Institute 
it exhibited remarkable growth and took 
on new development in various ways. 
Thousands of students in all parts of the 
world came under his tuition, and came 
to know him at least by name through 
the letters and examination papers 
which passed between them. 

Dr. Ralston in relinquishing the 
associate editorship of the MONTHLY 
also severs his connection with the Edu- 
cational Department of the Institute, 
but it is hoped that his ministry to our 
readers as well as to the student body 
of the Institute, will continue from time 
to time through the pages of the MoONnTH- 
LY, to whose success and blessing he 
has contributed so much.

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We have been privileged to read the 
“Report of the Special Commission of 
1925 to the General Assembly of the 

Presbyterian Church,” 
What is which met at Baltimore 
Christian last May. The commission 
Toleration? consisted of fifteen minis- 

ters and laymen appointed 
the year previously, for the purpose of 
studying the present spiritual condition 
of the church and the causes making for 
unrest, ‘‘to the end that the purity, 
peace, unity and progress of the church 
may be assured.” 

Of course, the report was an able paper, 
as might have been expected from such a 
commission, although we were surprised 
on reading their names to find that the 
report was unanimous. However, the 
commission is continued for another year, 
and some other strange thing may happen 
that may make this not seem so strange. 

We had not read far into the report 
before being rewarded with a strong re- 
assurance of our faith, which we desire 
to pass on to our readers. The com- 
mission certified to the Assembly ‘‘that 
the great body of the church is sound in 
faith even when that faith is tested by 
the strictest standards.’’ How we thank 
God for that! Who can estimate what 
such a testimony means not merely to the 
Presbyterian church, but to ‘“‘the whole 
state of Christ’s church militant’’! 

And yet that feeling of something 
strange came over us again as a little 
further in the report we read that there 
is ‘‘no second party” in the church which 
denies the faith. We rubbed our eyes 
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and read that statement again, but there 
it was. We presume the explanation is 
found in the technical phrase, ‘‘no second 
party.’ There may be individuals who 
deny the faith, but they are not formed 
into a party, perhaps that is what it 
means. 

However, there was one subject in the 
report on which we could have wished 
the able commission had thrown more 
light. That was what they meant by 
‘the Christian principle of toleration.” 
They essayed to clear it up by saying that 
it is ‘‘an attitude and a practice, accord- 
ing to which the status of a minister is 
acknowledged and fellowship extended to 
him even though he may hold some views 
that are individual on points not regard- 
ed as essential to the system of faith 
which the church professes.’’ But the 
question arises, what points are essential 
to the system of faith which the church 
professes? And again, how far may a 
minister go in preaching and teaching his 
individual views on these points and still 
remain in the fellowship of the church 
from which he differs? 

These questions seem very important, 
and all of us are greatly in need of in- 
struction concerning them. It is not the 
Presbyterian church alone, but every 
evangelical denomination and every sin- 
cere believer who will thank these wise 
men if they will throw light upon them. 
Suppose there are ministers in a denomi- 
nation who declare that the Bible is only 
traditional literature, should they be 
tolerated in that position of leadership? 
And the same in regard to any who deny 
the deity of our Lord and His atoning 
sacrifice, and His resurrection from the 
dead? What about acknowledging and 
fellowshiping them while they continue 
todenythosetruths? Isit Christian love 
to do this? Is it Christian toleration? 
Is it that forbearance which should be 
made known unto all men because the 
Lord is at hand? If so, how sad one 
would be to fail in it, and yet, 


“O what authority and show of truth 
Can cunning sin cover itself withal!’’ 
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The denominational papers, especially 
in the North, are lamenting their lack of 
patronage. In our judgment, one reason 

for this is that in many of 
Religion them there is not enough 
in the true religion, we mean true 
Newspapers Christianity, to make them 
worth while. There is not 
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enough distinction between what they 
give their readers on religion and that 
which their readers can obtain in better 
form from the religious departments in 
the great national weeklies. And on the 
other hand, that which their readers ob- 
tain from religious departments in the 
national weeklies is not of a character to 
quicken interest in denominational jour- 
nals. 

What a parody on Christianity is that 
which so often passes for it in the week- 
lies! Last year the name of D. L. Moody 
was maligned by some who desired to 
class him as a modernist, and the national 
weeklies very generally quoted them. 
Later the falsity of their claims was dis- 
closed in our pages and copies sent to the 
weeklies, but no attention was taken of it, 

Take the Literary Digest. The South- 
ern Baptist Convention passed strong 
resolutions defending the Bible record of 
creation, but that widely-read journal 
contained nothing about it. On the 
other hand, the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention had a warm debate which seemed 
to compromise them on the subject of 
baptism, and the Literary Digest gave 
considerable space to it. This is the 
usual way. 

Speaking of the South leads us to say, 
that about one-half of the true evangelicals 
of this country live in that part of it, 
which is not more than one-third of our 
whole territory, and yet how much do 
the national weeklies ever tell us about 
them? How often do they contain 
quotations from the sound and ably- 
conducted denominational journals of 
the South? 

The larger proportion of the great 
preachers in the United States are found 
in the evangelical pulpits of the South, 
but so far as the national weeklies speak 
of them they might as well have never 
lived. It is the southern states only that 
are successfully resisting the inroads of 
atheistic evolution on the public schools 
and colleges, but the national weeklies 
so far as we have seen, report their efforts 
only to ridicule them. 

How much these weeklies with their 
tremendous circulation might do for 
true religion, for true Christianity, if they 
were so minded! And on the other hand, 
by their countenance and endorsement of 
Modernism, which is a revolt against 
Christianity, how much are they doing 
to destroy faith in the youth of the land 
and to weaken the foundation of the 
government which rests upon that faith! 
The few words we can say about it are 
little more than a warning signal to the 
limited constituency which we reach; 
but we pray God who “hath chosen the 
weak things of the world to confound the 
things which are mighty,” to energize 
the words and make them mighty to the 
pulling down of some of the strongholds. 
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It seems to us that Senator Borah, of 
all our public men, is today saying the 
clearest and strongest word on the 

question of prohibition. He 
Senator told the Protestant Minis- 
Borah on ters Association of Augusta, 
Prohibition Ga., and he has repeated 
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the same in other places, that the 
18th amendment had back of it 
the moral force and determination to 
properly uphold it, and we believe he 
speaksthetruth. Constitutional govern- 
ment in his opinion, is facing an almost 
world-wide attack. What is Bolshevism 
in Russia, Fascism in Italy and military 
dictatorship in Poland, is nullification in 
the United States, nullification of the 18th 
amendment, he means. Referendums 
look that way to him. ‘‘Instead of 
non-intoxicating liquor within the Con- 
stitution, the demand is now for intoxicat- 
ing liquor in defiance of the Constitu- 
tion.” 


These declarations of Senator Borah 
need to be considered in the light of such 
a serious charge against our metropolitan 
press as that which appeared editorially 
in The Review of Reviews, last August. 
The editor affirmed that the newspapers 
seriously misled the public by their 
method of dealing with the prohibition 
question. ‘‘This has been done,’ he 
said, ‘‘not so much by positive errors in 
statement as by false emphasis, and by 
excessive allotment of space to the wet 
cause, while the failure to recognize facts 
favorable to the laws of the country as 
they are today has amounted to a reckless 
encouragement of law violation.” 


The Review of Reviews said further that 
the purpose of the press seems to be to 
break down morale by making the people 
believe that prohibition is a failure and 
that the abandonment of it is merely a 
matter of time. We ourselves have been 
of this opinion about the newspapers for 
a long while, but we did not feel suf- 
ficiently familiar with the press of the 
country to venture on expressing it. We 
are glad that this influential periodical 
has done it, and we pass on the warning 
or the caution to all our readers. 
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Last month a judge in the Circuit 
Court of Chicago dismissed a damage 
suit in a divorce case with a caustic com- 

ment on the ways of ‘‘matri-

monial high flyers.’ He re- 
ferred to them as flitting from 
one ‘‘marital sweet’’ to another, 
and incidentally expressed the 
opinion that three divorces should auto- 
matically end a person’s marriage ex- 
periments. ‘‘Getting a divorce,’’ said 
the judge, ‘‘has become an obsession, and 
present laws encourage the practice which 
is quite as immoral as any extra-legal sex 
arrangement.’’ He then launched into 
an attack on present feminine modes, 
which if heeded by the sex, would do 
more than anything else to restrain the 
present orgy of immorality. ‘‘Women’s 
attire,’’ he declared, ‘‘is an invitation for 
men to leave home. Women seem to be 
going backward instead of forward. 
Savages smear their cheeks with red 
paint, while modern women add it to 
their cheeks, lips and eyebrows.” 
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A correspondent chides us for pub- 
lishing two letters in our July issue ad- 


verse to the ‘‘healing’’ work of these, 


brethren. He considers 
Work of the the letters ‘‘malicious, un- 
Bosworth founded and untrue.” This 
Brothers language is unwarranted, 

we think. The letters 
came to us as an offset to a favorable 
report of the Bosworth meetings in 
Allentown, Pa., which had appeared in 
our earlier issue, and their authors were 
God-fearing people who wrote in sin- 
cerity and truth as they saw the truth. 
We try to be fair and kind toward all 
our Christian brethren, even when we 
think some of them in error, and we 
commend the same consideration to our 
readers and contributors. It is our 
opinion that the Bosworth brothers are 
in error and that they lead others into 
error on divine healing, and we would 
be recreant to our trust if we remained 
silent about it when occasion came to 
speak. But that does not mean that in 
our opinion these brethren do not faith- 
fully preach the gospel and save souls. 
Neither does it mean that we are un- 
believers as to divine healing. We be- 
lieve in divine healing with all our hearts, 
but we distinguish between it and faith 
healing of which there seem to be many 
varieties. That no one was physically 
healed in the Bosworth meetings we do 
not affirm, and for any who were there 
healed we give thanks, although we still 
believe that the criticisms of Mrs. Dodd 
and the Rev. Mr. Greiss were not mali- 
cious or entirely unfounded or untrue. 


Other letters have come to us from 
various parts of the country in defense 
of the work of the Bosworth brothers, 
all of which we cannot find space to 
publish, but one from Bellaire, O., will 
be found on another page. We publish 
this not only because of its own appeal, 
but because it is a fair sample of the 
rest and because we wish its author and 
those she represents to feel assured that 
they will not be denied a hearing in the 
Moopy Brs_e INstiruTE MONTHLY.

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The new president of Wheaton College, 
Rev. James O. Buswell, Jr., has done a 
bold and statesmanlike thing in chal- 

lenging the representatives of 
Wheaton Andover Theological Semin- 
and ary to transfer that plant to 
Andover the campus of his college at 

Wheaton, II]. The lawyersin 
the Andover case argued that in 
this ‘‘day of enlightenment,” it would be 
impossible to continue a seminary on the 
doctrinal basis on which Andover was 
founded, but in reply, Mr. Buswell has 
forwarded them an affidavit to the con- 
trary. In his affidavit he declares as 
follows: 


1. He is competent to understand the 
meaning of the Andover creed in the true 
sense intended by its framers, and accepts 
the creed without mental reservation; 


2. He is ready and able to form a theo- 
logical faculty competent to teach the 
various branches of theology, who will 
accept the creed as heartily as himself. 


3. Wheaton College is by its inception, 
tradition and history connected with the 
Congregational denomination as is the 
case with Andover, and its charter gives 
to it the right and authority to establish 
departments for the study of any and all 
learned professions, and to confer degrees. 


4. The trustees of Wheaton have 
adopted a resolution expressing their 
sympathy with the Andover creed, 
and their readiness to put forward a 
sufficient number of men from their own 
body to become the trustees of Andover 
Theological Seminary under its present 
charter and articles of corporation. They 
have also adopted a resolution favoring 
the re-establishment of Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary as a graduate theological 
school to be conducted on the campus of 
and in-connection with Wheaton College. 

We ask our readers to join us in prayer 
that in the providence of God this trans- 
fer of Andover to Wheaton may be 
brought about. See the editorial in our 
last issue. ‘‘The Creed That Killed A 
College.” 
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Our readers will be interested to learn 
of a good piece of Christian work which 
was done by the students of the Moody 

Bible Institute during the 
Catholic sessions of the Catholic 
Eucharistic Eucharistic Congress in this 
Congress’ city in June. Taking ad- 

vantage of a small Trust 
fund for the purpose, the Institute pur- 
chased some 60,000 copies of the Gospels 
for free distribution among the crowds on 
the streets. The American Bible Society 
added a grant for the purpose of 5,000 
copies of the Gospel of John. In the dis- 
tribution, over 1,000 students of the Day 
and Evening schools co-operated, who 
reported not a few incidents of special 
interest and encouragement. One eve- 
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ning an open air meeting was held in the 
loop, at which about 900 persons listened 
to the testimonies and preaching of the 
gospel by the students, the crowd in- 
cluding a number of priests. Four 
hundred copies of the Gospels were given 
away at that meeting, when four persons 
publicly confessed Christ, and eight 
others were dealt with personally on the 
subject of their salvation. 
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Dr. Charles E. Hurlburt has been 
chosen to succeed Dr. T. C. Horton as 
superintendent of the Bible Institute of 

Los Angeles. This is al- 
Bible ready generally known, but 
Institute of the information did not 
Los Angeles reach us in time for an- 

nouncement last month. 
Dr. Hurlburt was the founder and until 
recently, the general director of the 
Africa Inland Mission. In earlier years 
he was state superintendent of the Y. M. 
C. A., in Pennsylvania, where he was 
recognized as an outstanding leader in 
the evangelical work for which the as- 
sociation was then noted. Our ac- 
quaintance with him and our knowledge 
of his work has covered most of this long 
period, during which he has ever com- 
manded our admiration as a Christian 
leader and a teacher of the deep things of 
God. Our prayer is that he may be the 
benediction to the students at Los Angeles 
that he has been to hundreds and 
thousands of young people at home and 
abroad. 
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The Moody Bible Institute asks us to 
return thanks to our readers who joined 
in prayer that it might receive a govern- 
ment license for radio broad- 
casting. The license has been 
received and the Institute is 
now going out on the air on a 
wave length of 288.3 meters, 
its station identified by the letters W-M- 
B-I. On another page is an advertise- 
ment of its daily hours and tentative 
program. It is believed that the friends 
of the Institute over the country will 
take pleasure in listening in and in offer- 
ing suggestions for the betterment of the 
program which the Institute is ambitious 
to make of the greatest possible value in 
the cause of the gospel. 

The Institute asks a continued interest 
on its behalf in prayer however, as its 
radio troubles are not al] passed. It 
possesses an up-to-date station, a compe- 
tent engineer and an equally competent 
announcer and program director, not to 
speak of its staff of singers, instrumental 
players, preachers and teachers. But a 
shadow arises on the horizon from the 
confusion in the air caused by the failure 
of the last Congress to legislate on the 
subject of radio. The Institute has 
neighbors on the air who occasionally 
interfere with the transmission of its 
programs, and who enter a similar com- 
plaint against it. Some of them hint of 
injunctions or lawsuits. The Institute 
knows that it is well within its rights and 
would for no reason exceed them, but still 
the situation has its risks. Please there-

fore, keep the matter before the Lord. 
He has already answered prayer and He 
will continue to do so if His intercessors 
are faithful. His ways are marvelous in 
our eyes though the world knows Him 
not, and the Institute shall yet praise 
Him for leading it out of the present 
difficulties by a way that it knows not.

“T am a Methodist, and I expect to 
die a Methodist, but I do not expect to 
enter heaven as a Methodist. I shall 
enter heaven as a poor sinner saved by 
sovereign grace; and beloved, if you enter 
there too, as I trust you will, you will 
enter just the same way, not as an An- 
glican, not as a Presbyterian, not as a 
Baptist, not as a Congregationalist, not 
as one of the Society of Friends, not as 
belonging to the Brethren, but as a sin- 
ner who has found deliverance in Jesus 
Christ, in the cleansing power of His 
precious blood. I praise God with all 
my heart that through the ministry of 
D. L. Moody in Dublin, long ago, I was 
once and forever absolutely delivered 
from all trace of mere denominationalism. 
I did not know then what it would mean, 
but I could not have been entrusted by 
God with the sacred ministry of the last 
twenty years all over the world if I had 
been merely a denominationalist. I 
could have gone to my own church and my 
own missionaries, and my own people, and 
have had some blessing; but I have had 
the joy of going to all of them; all the 
churches, all the missions, all have come, 
and together we have sat down at the 
table where the Lord is the Master of 
the feast, and we did not trouble about 
anything else; we all met. there, and He 
has fed and satisfied our souls.’’—Rev.

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“For What Is Your Life?”

IFE, your life, this con- 
scious and _ intelligent 
existence, this state of 
man, this use of powers 
possessed, this possible state of spiritual 
attainment—what about it? 

You have attained to your commence- 
ment in this school of the prophets. Is 
it now worth while to pay whatever 
price is necessary that there may be 
continuous growth and progress in your 
life? You may choose, indeed you do 
choose, as to whether this life shall show 
progress downward or upward for you. 
Whatever life is in your case, has been 
decided and will be decided by you. 

You and I are on probation. Proba- 
tion is a period of time given for the test 
of your character. Here goes on a battle 
against your soul. Human character 
has had a decided setback at the very 
outstart. ‘‘We are born to do wrong 
as the sparks fly upward.” There are 
agencies of evil pulling within and with- 
out. This is a universal condition with 
no exceptions to prove the rule, though 
it is possible that in some cases the down- 
ward pull is not so strong as the upward, 
due to heredity, temperament and en- 
vironment. 

But there is another influence called 
“the grace of God,”’ which in your case 
has been manifested by the teaching and 
power of the Holy Spirit, influencing 
you through parental teaching and re- 
straint, Sunday-school instruction and 
the preaching of the gospel, your own 
study of God’s Word, your own medita- 
tion and prayer, and enforced by, I was 
about to say, a hunger of God common 
to all. 

Between these two ‘‘pulls,’’ there is 
an arbiter, a something which lifts man 
above the level! of all other creation and 
makes him almest divine, that which we 
call the ‘‘will.’”’ In your case it is a 
consecrated will. Our wills at their 
worst have not been wrecked or ruined. 
They may be warped, but nevertheless, 
there is freedom of choice there which 
makes it possible for one to decide what 
shall be the outcome. As you know, if 
a man chooses evil, he will discover that 
the very faculty by which he has made 
his choice becomes enslaved to the very 
course of evil he has chosen. If he selects 
good, he will discover that his will 
chooses to be subject to the kingly do- 
minion of the Son of God and so learns 
to love that which is true, honorable, 
just, pure, lovely and of good report. 
“If any man will’; ‘‘whosoever will’’; 
‘‘My people shall be a willing people’’— 
this is the bugle call of the Son of God 
which you are supposed to have heard. 

How different all this is from the weak, 
freakish, whining, unmanly indulgence 
of many of this day! I have in mind 
now the familiar incident of a youth of 
twenty years of age, who, with more 
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than a chance that many another has 
not had to make good, wasted his life 
in sinful, lustful prodigality. It was 
pitiable to hear him whine. He was so 
cowardly and unmanly. He died at 
twenty, a suicide. His physical, moral 
and spiritual failure was due to his de- 
liberate refusal to abide by the laws of 
physical and spiritual health. He con- 
stantly and deliberately lied to himself, 
as he transgressed all the laws of life. 
He was like a man playing “‘solitaire’’ 
with a pack of cards and who cheated 
himself. He was like a racer speeding 
along the track, who takes a knife and 
slashes the muscles of his legs and then, 
limping in, in defeat, complains that he 
didn’t have a chance. 

Now I have referred to this nauseat- 
ingly tragical incident, not because I 
delight in it, but to point a moral. ‘‘Life’s 
true name,”’ said Amiel, “‘is trial.’”’_ And 
Montaigne truly says, ‘‘Life in itself is 
neither good nor evil. It is the scene 
of good or evil as you make it.” 

I propose to call your attention to the 
equipment which you have in this life 
battle. 

1. Give attention to our physical nature. 
Note these marvelous bodies of ours! 
A physician-philosopher came to a belief 
in Christ just by the study of the human 
eve. Many of the marvels of invention 
which have made men rich and renowned, 
are just because they copied after God’s 
greatest of material creations, the human 
body. (The speaker illustrated this by 
the example of Alexander Graham Bell, 
the inventor of the telephone who ‘‘made 
iron talk.’’) It is this body, the great 
gift of God, that you and I are to keep 
under, to discipline in order that when 
the call comes to us for all the reserves 
of strength to meet a great issue in life 
or the life of a nation, we can find our- 
selves ready for the battle. To live out 
one’s life to a ripe old age should be the 
ambition of every Christian, and you 
should always keep before you the need 
of mastering your body by the grace of 
God. 

2. Give attention to our mental nature. 
We have the faculty of mind, that col- 
lective term for all forms of conscious 
intelligence, but particularly that power 
of cognition or thought, that faculty of 
knowing, and then that active state of 
the will expressed in choice, decision, 
purpose. 

“‘What a fortune is mind! What a 
gift, what a blessing!’’ cried Haydn. 
Oh, my friend, can you feel that, and 
with what use you are making of your 
mental faculties, can you say that? I 
doubt not but that by value of the fact 
that you are in the graduating class of 


this noble institution you must 
have appreciated, you do ap- 
preciate, the value of cultivat- 
ing your mental faculties. 

How many wrecks do you know? 
Staunch crafts they were with every 
promise of a glorious voyage over any 
sea, smooth or rough. But a fatal mis- 
take was in the lack of the right ballast. 
Young men often fail in properly ballast- 
ing their minds by loading up with 
trifling and often degrading literature. 
The book-stalls are full of such filth, 
and as you would shrink from allowing 
putrescence to soil your body, so the 
more, I know, you will shrink from 
soiling your mind with the putrescence 
which is about us. 

My advice to you is to avoid entangling 
mental alliances with the multitudinous 
books now exploiting half-baked and 
half-digested theories which have a 
tendency to undermine the faith of not 
afew. Just because some one has written 
a book, or an outstanding man has pre- 
sented a viewpoint, and _ seemingly 
plausible, zs not in itself proof that his 
theory is true. Here is a distinguished 
scholar at Chicago University who spent 
thousands of the university’s money 
testing the Einstein theory, and says 
it’s so. Here is an equally distinguished 
scientist in charge of a great department 
of the government in California, who 
after long and careful experiment has 
written and lectured to prove that it is 
all hocus pocus—that the old viewpoint 
is the correct one. A well-grooved path 
will lead you somewhere, that’s certain, 
but a new and faint track will pull you 
up before a blind alley or lead you in a 
wilderness if you are not careful—that 
I know. 

I am not advising you to stop thinking. 
I am doing the opposite. I am urging 
you to take time and think. ‘Prove all 
things; hold fast that which is good.” 

3. Give attention to our spiritual nature. 
You are equipped in this warfare of life 
with another nature higher than physical 
or mental, your spiritual nature, and 
beyond both the physical and mental 
for ultimate triumph there is no factor 
so important as the spiritual. If you 
can always realize that your life is a part 
of a divine plan, though the world may 
regard it as insignificant, then great and 
beneficial will be your life. Why not 
seek always to place ourselves in the 
hands of God and under the discipline 
of His laws, fulfill our destiny which 
divine goodness has made possible for us? 

To do this, our spiritual nature will 
have to be disciplined as David’s was. 
We need discipline to be able to in- 
terpret life. Sometimes we think we 
are the only ones who tread the hard 
rough road of discipline. Do you know 
the other man’s problem? It may be 
there is grief because of bereavement, 
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and with that bereavement the very 
pleasures of life have been turned into 
occasions of keener regret. There may 
be something which makes him cry to 
God, some struggle, some anxiety, some 
darling temptation, some circumstance, 
“which like a slow fire keeps always 
stifled, but never consumed.’’ Who 
knows for what these testings are! He 
who leads us and shapes our course 
knows, and if we patiently serve Him 
now, we will find ourselves fitted for the 
service that is to follow. 

If now I have emphasized the thought 
of discipline in the cultivation of one’s 
spiritual nature, I have for you a prac- 
tical word as to the use of your spiritual 
graces in your church life. There is a 
tendency today to stress the mechanical 


side of church life. We are putting our 
churches on a business basis and organiz- 
ing them with the expertness and eff- 
ciency of a commercial establishment. 
The Presbyterian quotes a preacher as 
follows: 


“‘Now we have men who promise to 
add so many members to the churches, 
God or no God. They promise to 
raise the budget and the building fund, 
God or no God. 1 the energy is 
consumed in operating this business 
called the Christian church.” 


Then this preacher pathetically says— 

“This opens the way to what I con- 
sider the greatest need of the church, 
that is, a revival of the inner life of the 
Christian and of the church as a whole. 
There are three reasons why we need 





this—first, for the saving of our own 
souls as ministers of the church of 
Jesus Christ; second, for the salvation 
of the church; third, to meet the chal- 
lenge of a semi-pagan world.” 


After all, my friends, this preacher 
has gotten at the heart of the matter. 
Whatever else we may need in the work 
of the churches, the supreme need is the 
cultivation of our spiritual natures. We 
must count the supreme task of our life 
that of winning souls, not raising money. 
And to win souls, there should be a su- 
preme passion for the lost, and to have 
that passion we must be “‘in the “‘Spirit’”’ 
not only on the Lord’s day, but every 
day. 

God bless you and keep you—and 
He will. 


Who Changed the Sabbath?

HE Sabbath has not been changed; 

it still falls on the seventh day of 

the week, but it belongs to the 

Jews only. For Christians, the 
Lord Himself provided the first day of 
the week to be their holy day. This 
fact He represented in Old Testament 
time by first-day types and in New 
Testament time brought it to pass in 
Christ. 

The first day of the week is not men- 
tioned in the New Testament till it 
records “Christ risen from the dead.” 
Then, suddenly, every Gospel writer 
uses the new phrase, ‘‘the first day of 
the week’? (Matt. 28:1; Mark 16:2; 
Luke 24:1; John 20:1). Why this new 
phrase? Each evangelist could have 
told the resurrection facts without men- 
tion of a first day. Matthew could have 
said, ‘‘At the end of the Sabbath, as it 
began to dawn toward morning,”’ but he 
said, ‘‘The first day of the week,’’ put- 
ting in every word of it, and so did they 
all. There must have been a strong 
reason for the phrase. 

Mark could have said, ‘‘When the 
Sabbath was past, early in the morning 
they came,”’ but he said, ‘‘The first day 
of the week.’’ Why? 

Luke could have said, ‘‘The next day 
after the Sabbath they came,’’ but he 
said, ‘First day of the week.’’ Had he 
not a reason for it? 

John could have said, ‘‘The day after 
the Sabbath,” but he said, ‘‘On the first 
day of the week.’’ And the word week 
seems to have been as necessary as the 
word first; for each one connected the 
week with the first day. 

John, not satisfied with one mention 
of the first day, points it out a second 
time, saying, ‘‘The same day at evening, 
being the first day of the week, when the 
disciples were assembled”’ (John 20:19). 
Why did he not say, ‘‘The same day, 
at evening,”’ and let it go at that? Why 
again say, “First day of the week?” 
What made the phrase so precious, or 
what put it into the minds of those four 
writers of the Gospels? There is but one 
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answer: ‘‘All scripture is given by inspira- 
tion of God, and is profitable,’’ first of 
all, ‘‘for doctrine’’ (2 Tim. 3:16). 

Can we ignore or belittle these inspired 
utterances? 


II 


We note another fact: Never did 
Christ call His disciples brethren (in 
the spiritual sense) until He had risen 
from the dead (John 15:15; 20:17). 

And still another fact: Never till then 
did inspiration record a meeting with 
them on a so-called first day of the week 
—never till after His resurrection; then, 
suddenly, we read of brethren and of a 
meeting with them in holy fellowship, 
on the first day of the week. Why did 
not inspiration rather take pains to record 
that Jesus met with them on the Sab- 
bath? It could have been so a week 
later and every Sabbath for forty days. 
But instead of a meeting on a Sabbath, 
we read: ‘‘And after eight days again 
his disciples were within, and Thomas 
with them.’’ Thomas, evidently, had 
been invited to the meeting for that day 
—it also was the first day of the week. 
And, Jesus did not disappoint their 
expectation. He met them “in holy 
convocation”’ (John 20:24-29). 

Why do we not read that this occurred 
on the Sabbath? Why entire silence 
about Sabbath observance after the 
Lord’s resurrection? 


The Purpose In It 


There must have been a purpose in 
this silence and in the emphasis on the 
first day of the week. There was a pur- 
pose—it was this: God was beginning to 
fulfill the historical meanings of first- 
day types of holy days, given in the 
twenty-third chapter of Leviticus. There, 
connected with the ‘‘feasts of the Lord,” 
we find five first days to be observed 
exactly as the Sabbath was observed— 
as ‘‘a day of holy convocation” and ‘‘no 
servile work.’’ These two requirements 
applied to a first day the same as to a 
seventh day (Lev. 23:3, 8, 35, 39). 


In the same chapter we find one first 
day which the people were not expressly 
bidden to observe as the other first days 
(vv. 10,11). Why not? Let us seek the 
reason: In those feasts (which include 
the regular seventh-day Sabbath) every 
first day (and also every seventh day) 
has its own prophetic meaning, each 
pointing to a different event in the 
history of God’s people—an event due 
at a set time (the time unknown to us). 
That is one reason these feasts are called 
set feasts (Num. 29:39), 


The resurrection of Christ was the 
first event set for fulfilment. It was 
represented by the firstfruit sheaf of 
wheat (Lev. 23:10, 11, 14; 1 Cor. 15:20, 
23). That sheaf was to be brought and 
waved before the Lord on a first day— 
the day after the regular seventh day 
Sabbath. Compare Leviticus 23:11, 
15, 16; Matthew 28:1. 


It was this particular first day which 
the Jews were not required to observe 
by “holy convocation.’? And, why not? 
All the other first days had to be kept 
holy—why not this one? Because this 
one represented the Christian’s holy 
day, and not under the law that says, 
“Thou shalt’? (Rom. 6:14; 4:15), and 
because God knew that the Jew, as a 
nation, could not fit into the plan for the 
Christian; the Jew as such, must remain 
under law; and his holy day must con- 
tinue to be the seventh day. God, there- 
fore, could not invite the Jew to feast 
with Him “in holy convocation”’ on that 
day which pointed to the Christian’s 
holy convocation—the Christian’s feast 
of fellowship with God. Such a first day 
feast was impossible under Old Testa- 
ment conditions even in a type, with men 
who would, acting nationally, reject the 
Lord and the event promised in that 
sheaf on that first day. 


But when Christ had risen, and thereby 
could have and claim spiritual brethren, 
this first day—the day after the Sabbath 
—became an actual feast of firstfruit 
occasion—at once we read of precious, 
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holy meetings in fellowship on that first 
day of the week. It filled the type. 


III 


But meetings with Jesus on first days, 
did not establish the day for the organized 
church,—there was as yet no church of 
the New Testament. It was yet to be 
formed and baptized into Christ at the 
next feast—the feast of Pentecost, fifty 
days after the sheaf was waved (Lev. 
23:15-17). . 

“‘And when the day of Pentecost was 
fully come,’”’ it fell on a first day of the 
week, and so fulfilled the type of first 
day, and also the type of the bread offer- 
ing (Lev. 23:15-17, 20; 1 Cor. 10:17; 
12:13; James 1:18). 

Of this day the Lord said: ‘‘Ye shall 
proclaim on the selfsame day, that it 
may be a day of holy convocation unto 
you; ye shall do no servile work therein. 
It shall be a statute forever in your 
generations” (Lev. 23:21). 

And so, under statute law the Jew had 
to make that proclamation once a year, 
concerning the fiftieth day from the 
sheaf offering; thus to introduce the day, 
the first day of the week, as a holy day. 
Was it not done for the benefit of the 
church? If typical Pentecost at all 
applies its meaning to the church (and 
it does), then to the church also applies 
the proclamation to make the day a 
holy convocation, and no servile work 
therein. 

And, we find that the first Christians 
observed the day, not once a year only, 
as did the Jews, but observed it every 
week, as already practiced by Christ 
and His disciples all the fifty days before 
Pentecost (John 20:1, 19, 24-26; Acts 
2:1; 20:7; 1 Cor. 16:2). 

Thus we have the first day of the week 
by the fulfilled meaning of the sheaf 


offering, by the meaning of the bread 
offering, by proclamation, and by the 
example of Christ and the first Christians. 

In the feast chapter, Leviticus 23, 
when a first day points forward to church 
events, then such first day is not called 
Sabbath, but it is called holy (Lev. 23:7, 
11, 15-17, 21). These days do not point 
to the church exclusively, but do so with 
special intent toward the church (Rom. 
11:18, 24-27). 

Only two typical first days are called 
Sabbath: the first day of the seventh 
month is a Sabbath, and the first day of 
the Feast of Tabernacles is a Sabbath 
(Lev. 23:24, 34, 35, 39). This because 
these first days point to future Jewish 
history, without reference to the church. 
No “‘Sabbath”’ points to church history. 
The regular seventh day Sabbath is 
under law that worketh wrath (Exod. 
31:14-15; Num. 15:32-36; Rom. 4:15), 

First-day types point to new beginning 
under better conditions. Therefore no 
penalty clause is attached to a first day. 
It is freed from law. Therefore, we 
have a holy day but no Sabbath (Col. 
2:16, 17; Rom. 10:4; 6-14). 


IV 


The seventh day clause in the fourth 
commandment is the constitutional foun- 
dation of the plan that runs through the 
seven covenants, the seven feasts, the 
seven-year-long Sabbaths and the seven 
dispensations, etc. The ten command- 
ments are God’s constitution for all the 
universe. It embodies ten moral prin- 
ciples which are eternal and unchange- 
able; but the seventh day is not a moral 
principle; it is a time limit which will be 
removed when no longer needed. 

God works out redemption in time 
cycles of seven. When a cycle has run 





its course, he begins another seven cycle 
with a first day. What should hinder 
His saying to the Jew: ‘“‘Keep holy the 
seventh day, the last one‘in this cycle”; 
and saying to the Christian: ‘‘Keep 
holy the first day of the same cycle.” 


Does That Change Any Moral Prin- 
ciple? 

No. Does it substitute the first day 
for the seventh? No, the first day has 
always been one of the seven, but has 
not always been used as a holy day. 
Many centuries passed before there were 
Christians to whom the Lord could 
assign the first day to keep it holy; but 
when the time arrived, then, at once, as 
we have seen, the first day of the week 
was introduced; and, every moral pre- 
cept of the ten commandments was 
repeated in the New Testament, but the 
command to observe the seventh day 
was not repeated anywhere in. the New 
Testament. It is not for Christians 
(Col. 2:14-16). 

But if God intended to assign the first 
day to Christians, why does not the 
fourth commandment say something 
about it? For the same reason that it 
says nothing about death penalty to 
follow violation of the seventh day. 
A constitution is only the foundation, 
and leaves details of administration to 
laws and ordinances that must follow. 
Seven is God’s symbol of redemption; 
and, the small seven cycle in the fourth 
commandment embodies His purpose to 
redeem all things from the curse of the 
law that is founded on this same con- 
stitution; and the seventh day observ- 
vance belongs to the people chosen of 
God as the custodians of law and cove- 
nant (John 4:22; Rom. 3:1-2; 9:4, 5). 
When the process of redemption is fin- 
ished, every day will be holy (Heb. 4:9-11).

HERE are many able books and 

pamphlets exposing the fallacies 
of organic evolution, but who sees 
them?

Why could not a few Christians in 
each community who appreciate the 
gravity of the unopposed dissemination 
of this false theory club together and 
create a fund of say twenty or thirty 
dollars to purchase and place in the 
library, public or high school, of their 
community, some of the strongest of 
these books on the other side? Such, 
for example, as those of O’Toole, Mc- 
Cann, Fairhurst, Rice, More, Townsend, 
Shadduck, Mauro and Bryan? 

This might arouse active opposition, 
but would not the evolutionist who 
hitherto has nad it all his own way, 
find the sledding a bit harder, if he knew 
that his pupils, their parents, his parish- 
ioners, the level-headed, reading, think- 
ing men and women of the community 
were reading authorities on the other 
side? 


The arch leader of the opposition 
(Eph. 6:12) is shrewd (Gen. 3:1). He 
knows that if only he can innoculate the 
teachers, they, through the school 
will within one generation spread the 
infection into every corner of the land. 
For what the schools and colleges teach 
today, the world will believe tomorrow. 
As said St. Paul (2 Cor. 2:11), ‘‘We are 
unto his tricks.”’ ,

Pass this sug- 
gestion around!

Their 
hearts will not be burning within them 
because of new interpretations of spiritual 
history. The service will not have seem- 
ed to them what, more orlessconsciously, 
the soul needs and seeks. The love of the 
preacher will have failed to realize that 
the deepest and sweetest love of people 
does not behave itself unseemly. The 
pulpit is not stuck up when it is high. 
Like the sun, it is high in its nature and 
The preacher is 
a servant of the Most High. He stands 
for the highest and best things that we 
can know about. These the people

II. Knowing God as Father

But let it be a true human- 
ism. When they the 
face of the proto-martyr 
Stephen, that it was as the 
face of an angel, it was not 
less human, but more human. 
In that foregleam of our re- 
demption, when the face of 
Jesus wasasthe sun and when 
His garments were white and 
glistening, there was no loss 
of His humanity in that 
outburst of glory. The very 
imperfectly human disciples 
did not want to run away from 
the transfiguration, they wanted to stay 
upon that holy mount which they will 
eventually reach again. The seemliness 
of heavenly things must not be missing 
from our human Christianity. The savor 
of Christ must be in our lightful lives. 
Men must take knowledge of us that we 
have been with Jesus. If they can 
gather from our unworldliness that we 
have the words of everlasting life they 
will hope to hear us and live, they will 
try to touch us and be healed, they will 
bring out their mind sicknesses and their 
soul sicknesses in the churches and in the 
streets, hoping that even our shadows 
may help them as we pass. 

But we cannot help them by more 
worldliness. Our churches may be full 
of social activities, they may hum with 
the business of religious industry, they 
may deal wisely with all the national and 
international problems of the day, and 
after all they may lack seemliness and 
savor, they may miss high, holy, sweet 
and purifying influence: And “if the 
salt have lost its savor, wherewith shall it 
be salted? It is thenceforth good for 
nothing but to be cast out and trampled 
under foot of men.’’ Unseemly and un- 
savory religion will receive the contempt 
that it merits.

They 


are led by the Spirit of God, these are the 
children of God. That Spirit witnesses 
with their spirits that they are God’s 
children and comforts them mightily 
with that truth. That Spirit shows them 
the riches of the grace of God and sets 
before them the glorious outcome of such 
a relationship until they are enraptured 
by the worth and the splendor of its 
character. We are not the children of 
God by nature, because we are born into 
this world; but we are the children of 
God by grace, because we have been 
born of God into his kingdom by the 
operation of the Holy Spirit and through 
our faith in Christ, lifted up upon the 
cross for our sins. He who believes on 
the crucified Christ for salvation and 
confesses him with his mouth is born 
again, he has eternal life, he is a child of 
God by faith in Christ Jesus, he is a child 
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of the Father of spirits, a partaker of the 
divine nature. And because he is a 
child of God the Holy Spirit is sent into 
his heart, to witness with his spirit to 
this childhood, to enable him to say 
Father to God with his heart, and to cause 
him to live more and more perfectly the 
life of God's children. Not until the 
new birth do we have communion with 
God and begin to develop a character 
that pleases Him. Then we have a right 
to be called the children of God. 

This is the object of the gospel. The 
Son of God has come to reveal to us and 


to offer to us the fatherhood of God. 
As many as receive the Son of God by 
faith receive sonship and walk with 
Christ heavenward. That which is born 
of the Spirit is spirit. Thus we have 
fellowship with the Father and with His 
Son Jesus Christ. 

It is a wonderful gospel, good news in- 
deed. In it God loves us into His family. 
Then He shares all our cares and sorrows 
and needs. It is a gospel of peace with 
God, of hope in His providence, of joy in 
His promises. It is for us all, whosoever 


will may come and take of the water of 
this life for nothing. Small and great, 
young and old, may begin to live again. 
Sinners may come. The néedy of every 
name and race may believe the good news 
and be saved. Here is a path that leads 
to that happy day of accomplishment 
in which God can say of believers, 
“These are my beloved children, in 
whom I am well pleased,’’ as He bids us 
to be at home in His heavenly house. 

Let us believe, even when we have to 
say, ‘‘Lord, help thou our unbelief.”’

heaven to us 
and of the 
superintend- 
ing provi- 
denceof the 
Almighty. 
And, much 
later when 
Christ was 
among men, 
He spoke to

“Verily verily, I say unto you, hereafter 
ye shall see heaven open, and the angels 
of God ascending and descending upon 
the Son of man.” 

If our first parents had eaten of the 
right tree, the tree of life, in the garden;

We would have been able to 
visit the stars and view them at closer 
acquaintance.

denominations, and entitled, ‘‘Training 
in the School of Jesus.” Its purpose 
seems to be to instruct those who wish 
to do personal work, but as a specimen 
of the cunning and subtlety of Satan 
in putting the leaven into the meal it is a 
finished piece of work.

The worker is instructed to bring the 
unsaved person in touch with Christ’s 
teachings. 

Under the head of Jesus’ message the 
author says: ‘The heart of the message 
to the unsaved is: ‘Make Jesus our 
Guide,’ ”’ not a single word about Jesus 
as the atoning Saviour. 

According to the author, ‘‘believing 
on Christ,’’ or “‘accepting Christ,’’ means 
simply having confidence in Him. ‘‘Con- 
fession of Christ is just lining up with 
His followers.’”’ ‘Repentance is a suffi- 
cient stirring of regret to change the life 
motive.” “Sin is regarded by Jesus as 
a sickness that calls for healing which 
Christ provides,” but not a word as to 
the manner in which the healing is pro-

vided. All mention of the cross of Christ 
is carefully avoided. 

Under the title, ‘‘Have Faith in God,” 
the author says, “Jesus depended upon 
His followers to enlist more followers 
in perfectly natural ways’’ (the ‘italics 
are mine). This surely means to enlist 
followers, to persuade men and women 
to join the church just as one would per- 
suade them to join a club or a lodge. 
The author continues, ‘‘Many sym- 
pathetic minds are in real need of help, 
they are in deep perplexity about God. 
It is ours to give them a point of view 
and set them on the life-long quest of 
personal experience by following Jesus’ 
teachings.”’ 

The author says, “It is primarily a 
moral question.”” That is to say, if you 
would be moral follow Jesus’ teaching; 
but how, we ask, is it possible for one 
dead in trespasses and sins to follow the 
teachings of Jesus? 

The third of the studies bears the title, 
“Abide in Me.” The author says, 
“It is a question of faith, and that we are 
to live on the assumption that our spirits 
may communicate with other spirits, 
including God’s Spirit, and that these 
spirits may be immortal if properly 
related to God.’’ Is not that an illumi- 
nating statement? Again the author 
says, ‘‘It was this moral earnestness of 
Christ that gave authority to His word.” 
And again, ‘‘The spiritual urge in which 
our spirits live and breathe is as real as 
the iife-urge which throbs in earth and 
sea and air. Of it (that is of this life- 
urge) is born the life from above.’’ Com- 
pare this with John 3:5 and 1 Peter 1:23. 
The author says: “Immortality is a 
natural consequence of healthy spiritual 
life.’ ‘Our service is to lead men to 
trust their spirituai insight and to prac- 





tice the presence of God in practical life.’’ 

What an awful blindness and delusion 
is this that leads men high in official 
leadership in the church to utter such 
falsehoods! How is it possible for an 
unsaved, lost soul to practice the presence 
of God? 

Under the fourth study, ‘‘Strive to 
Enter in,”’ the author says, ‘‘The average 
person wants to be noble, but he needs 
companionship in the effort and some- 
times mighty incentives from without.” 
“With one and all the call of Jesus is 
‘Strive to enter in.’’’ What madness 
to tell lost sinners that they are to strive 
to enter in to salvation? 

Under the fifth and last of these studies 
the author says, ‘‘The last case of Jesus 
dealing with individuals introduces the 
crucial test. Crucifixion brought Jesus 
on to common ground with the thief on 
the cross.”” ‘‘By communion in suffering 
He won him."’ So, it would seem that 
we are not saved at all by His shed blood 
as the Bible teaches, but by His com- 
munion of suffering. What Christless, 
crossless, Satanic teaching! 

Again the author says, “‘So Jesus 
commissions us to secure the committal 
of men to the church.’’ We have all 
along been believing that we were to per- 
suade men and women to accept Jesus 
Christ as a personal Saviour. And the 
tragedy of it all is this, that all over 
the nation wherever this series of studies 
goes, men and women will be taught this 
flagrant falsehood, and go out to get men 
and women who do not know Jesus 
Christ at all, to join the church and, as 
unsaved church-members go on toward 
an eternal hell! 

Let us pray that these church leaders 
and would-be teachers may be saved from 
their blindness and sin.

HE effort which has been made 
by Roman Catholics to link up 
Protestantism with its attack on 
the Mexican government has been 
so far an utter failure.

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Modernism in India 


By Watkin R. Roberts, author of The Ravages of Higher Criticism in the Indian Mission Field, and one of the 
founders of the Bible League of India, Burma and Ceylon 


A brief summary of the situation among missionaries of British and American boards in India, Burma and Ceylon 


IGHER criticism is spreading 
like a deadly plague among the 
Christian forces in India, Burma, 
and Ceylon. There are indica- 

tions in the writings of some of the newer 
missionaries that they are in close sym- 
pathy with Bolshevistic teaching. 

It has been definitely discovered that 
many mission schools 


in foreign lands; that efforts are being 
made to ‘‘Indianize’’ Christianity by 
compromising with other religions, intro- 
ducing heathen customs into Christian 
worship, organizing ‘‘retreats’’ where 
“Christian’’ missionaries, Hindus, Mo- 
hammedans and others meet for ‘‘spirit- 
ual’’ worship on “common _ ground,”

Some Tragic Results 


Prominent Indian Christian leaders 
have, during the past two or three years, 
publicly renounced their belief in the 
deity of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

A leading Christian periodical pub- 
lished by Indian Christians boasts of 
the fact that there is a wholesale ‘‘re- 
conversion” of Christians back into 


Hinduism, and certain heathen periodi- 
cals publish regular accounts of the cere- 
monies on such occasions, giving pub- 
licity to the names of those who have 
betrayed their Lord Jesus Christ. 

A Christian business man writing me 
from India, said: 

‘“‘A new spirit is abroad in India. 
that spirit is in evidence 
everywhere. What 
can be done to check it 
in the church? The 
floods have lifted up 
their voice . the 
floods of falsehood! 
Who can stem the 
inrush of these floods 
which are energized 
from the-pit?-.. . . 
How few there are who 
take account of things 
as they are in India at 
present. It will be 
your work to speak of 
the grave crisis. . . 
which is nothing less 
than a life and death 
struggle.” 

I am not an alarmist, 
but I would venture 
to solemnly warn all 
Christian people who 
are now supporting our 
great missionary 
boards, that the dis- 
tinctive doctrines of the 
Christian faith are now 
in process of dissolution 
in India. As those 
who are entrusted with 
the propagation of this 
faith in all its purity, 
I consider that it is 
incumbent upon every 
Bible-believing Chris- 
tian to withdraw sup- 
port from every board 
that does not under- 
take to withdraw mod- 
ernist missionariesfrom 
the foreign field. The 
late W. H. Griffith 
Thomas, D.D., in 
writing to a friend of 
missions regarding, 
these sad conditions 
said: 

“T can, of course, 
only speak for myself; but certainly no 
money of mine, or of my church, if I had 
one, would go to any work of which I 
was in doubt.” 

May God the Holy Spirit graciously 
guard every true believer from taking 
the least part in helping to spread the 
deadly teachings of this fearful apostasy, 
and may He keep us all from contribu- 
ting to the support of any who are not 
true in every regard to the faith once 
for all delivered unto the saints.

“T am familiar with Chinese Christian 
colleges and middle schools and have 
personally visited and addressed student 
bodies in most of them during the past 
igic years. My purpose in so doing 
was to secure volunteer teachers in daily 
vacation Bible schools for children. This 
lid not give me opportunity to become 
amiliar with the faculties, but it did 
rive a unique opportunity to test the re- 
igious attitude of the students, who were 
ifty per cent enrolled Christians. 


“The result of these appeals to the 
‘hristian element to devote the entire 
vacation to a daily morning service for 
hildren, to teach them to read the New 
festament, to memorize selections from 
it, to sing gospel hymns, to practice 
‘hristian habits such as cleanliness in 
body and soul. During the period of 
seven years over 23,000 of them gave 
the entire vacation for two hours every 
morning in this Christian work and did 
it without any salary. I hold no brief 
ior colleges or middle school faculties, 
but I feel compelled for truth’s sake to 
testify that I have never seen in America 
or anywhere more self-sacrifice, more 
loyalty to Jesus Christ in living self- 
denial, than I have seen in Chinese stu- 
dents. After addressing one college in 
Shantung over 50 per cent of the entire 
enrolment or 450 went out the following 
summer and conducted 139 daily vaca- 
iion Bible schools for two months. Two 
members of the faculty gave up their 
summer to superintend the work. 


‘* ‘By their fruits ye shall know them,’ 
said our Lord. Now, dear Sirs, I wish 
to ask a plain question about the Moody 
Bible Institute, in the sincere hope it 
may measure up with Chinese schools. 
You have an enrolment of probably 
1200 students. Has your school ever 
shown such a record as that spoken of? 
{ am not interested in knowing how many 
pent vacation in Christian work with 
salaries or their support guaranteed.

Wouldn’t it be a magnificent 
deed if 600 Moody students went out 
cvery summer to conduct daily vacation 
Bible schools in Chicago, and if two or 
three of your youngest and freshest 
professors went with them as leaders?

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vict scoffers if something of that sort 
could be done.

“P.S. The above letter is not an an- 
swer to your publication in the July num- 
ber of information from China about 
Chinese college teachers. But as these 
letters leave the impression that the 
whole institution is Christless I beg to 
enter a caveat.” 


REPLY TO THE ABOVE 


The postcript of our correspondent 
says that he is not replying to the infor- 
mation in our July issue about Chinese 
college teachers, and yet as he enters a 
caveat against what he regards its 
implications it would appear that he is 
replying to it after all. Close reading of 
his letter indicates however, that he is 
dealing with a different matter. The 
information in our July issue was about 
faculties, and our correspondent did not 
become familiar with faculties, he says, 
he was thinking only of students. 

Coming then to his inquiries about the 
students of the Moody Bible Institute, 
it is esteemed a misfortune that he never 
had the same opportunity to become 
familiar with them and their work that 
he had to become familiar with Chinese 
college students. If he had, we may 
believe it would have added to his joy 
and peace of mind. In the first place, 
he would have learned that as to the 
religious attitude of Moody Institute 
students, they are not only 50 per cent 
Christians but 100 per cent. None but 
Christians are admitted as students of 
the Institute. He would have learned 
in the second place, that instead of de- 
voting only ‘‘vacation’’ periods to such 
blessed work as he names, they are at it 
practically all the year round and like 
the Chinese students, ‘‘without salary.” 
As a matter of fact, a leading object in 
their coming to the Institute is to re- 
ceive training for just such work. That 
training is given to them by a staff of 
men and women teachers who are them- 
selves experts in it, who love to do it, 
and who go out with the students as 
opportunity offers or occasion serves, 
and superintend them in the doing of it. 
Moreover, every student reports in writ- 
ing on that kind of work at least once a 
week, and faithfulness and proficiency 
in it enter into their grades in part, and 
determine the granting of their diplomas. 

Our correspondent asks a ‘‘plain ques- 
tion,’’ whether the Moody Bible In- 
stitute has ever shown such a record in 
the kind of work he specifies as the record 
of the students in the Chinese colleges. 
It would seem unbecoming for the Moody 
Bible Institute or any other like Christian 
institution to answer such a question 
in any way like a boastful comparison, 
but there can be no objection to quoting 
from the last printed annual report of 
the Institute (1925). Under the head of 
“Practical Work of Students,” it says: 


He Wants to Know About the Moody Bible Institute 


“‘Each week during the school year 
approximately one hundred groups of 
students carried the gospel message 
throughout the city, working in prisons, 
hospitals, factories, missions, churches, 
Sunday-schools, boys’ and girls’ clubs, 
and in the open air, thus reaching 
about three hundred thousand souls, 
young and old. The statistical report 
of the Day and Evening Schools is as 
follows:

Referring distinctively to daily vaca- 
tion Bible schools in which our corre- 
spondent is so interested, the same report 
under the title ‘Religious Education 
Course,’’ says: 


The month of July was devoted to 
the training of teachers in the work of 
the Daily Vacation Bible School. The 
Sunday-school rooms of a neighboring 
church, Grace Lutheran, were secured 
for the class sessions, in which eighty- 
six students received training. The 
Practical Work office placed an addi- 
tional sixty-four students in assign- 
ments as directors and teachers, so 
that altogether one hundred fifty 
students received practical experience 
in Daily Vacation Bible Schools. 


Our correspondent stresses the vaca- 
tion period for this work, but he has in 
mind the ordinary college year say, of 
about eight months, which provides a 
long vacation for studerts to engage in 
it if they will. But the Institute’s year 
covers eleven months so that only one 
month is left for vacation. During this 
month some of the students engage more 
or less in such work and without salary, 
but others are wbliged tc obtain re- 
munerative employment of some kind 
during that month to help meet their 
bills for board and lodging in the fall 
term. Still others go home to help their 
parents on the farm or in the housework, 
while not a few require the time for abso- 
lute rest. The members of the faculty 
also need rest after eleven months of 
strenuous teaching, and yet the Institute 
finds it difficult to restrain some of them 
from engaging in such work even while 
on vacation. 


It remains to add that something like 
1200 former students of the Moody Bible 
Institute are at present foreign mis- 
sionaries, many of themin China. There- 
fore, it gives the management of the 
Institute joy to hope that the Chinese

CHURCH BUILT OF GRINDSTONES 


One of the interesting sights of the 
Tacony section gf Philadelphia, which 
lies along the Delaware in the north- 
eastern outskirts of the city, is its famous 
“Grindstone Church.’”’ It is so called 
because it was built from grindstones 
worn out in making saws at the plant of 
Henry Disston & Sons, Inc., which covers 
65 acres of Delaware River frontage a 
few blocks from the church. 

This church, the Tacony Baptist 
Church, includes in its congregation many 
of the 3600 workers in the Disston plant 
and their families. It was natural then 
when the building was erected a few 
years ago that the idea of utilizing some 
of the thousands of grindstones that lay 
piled on the grounds of the big saw works 
should suggest itself. Already several 
thousands of these grindstones had been 
used in building a wall several blocks 
long that partly encloses the Disston 
plant and in building a retaining wall 
along the Delaware River side of the 
works. 

More than 2500 grindstones were used 
in building the church. They were care- 
fully squared and dressed before they 
were placed in the church walls and no 
one who sees this handsome place of 
worship today could possibly suspect 
that it had been built from stones that 
originally were used in grinding saws and 
tools to be sold around the world.

THE DEATH OF REV. T. V. MOORE, 
D. D. 


Rev. Thomas Verner Moore, D. D., 
was born in Richmond, Va., in 1856, 
the son of a distinguished Presbyterian 
minister bearing the same name. His 
collegiate work was done at the South- 
western University, after which he 
studied at Princeton and Edinburgh, 
graduating at Princeton in 1881. At his 
death he was Stuart professor of syste- 
matic theology in the San Francisco 
Theological Seminary and kept up his 
work until the very end. He was one of 
the old type evangelical teachers of whom, 
as a friend has said, ‘‘The sun of his 
universe was the cross of Christ.’’ His 
place in the seminary will be hard to fill. 





JEWISH CONFERENCES 


Two conferences to survey the whole 
Jewish world from the Christian point 
of view are announced to be held at 
Easter, 1927, in Budapest and Warsaw. 
They will be under the auspices of the 
International Missionary Council and 
the Conference of British Missionary 
Societies. Two centers have been chosen, 
as conditions among the Jewish people 
of Hungary are very different from those 
in Poland. Among the questions for dis- 
cussion will be the duty of the Christian 
church in the face of a world-wide anti- 
Semitic movement; a Hebrew Christian 
church; and the changing attitude of 
Jews towards Jesus, as illustrated by 
such recent books as Dr. Klausner’s 
Jesus of Nazareth—Boston Transcript.

Rev. W. L. Swallen, Pyengyang, 
Korea, reports that in the last year he 
had 906 enrolments in his New Testa- 
ment correspondence course, 53 in the 
Old Testament. In the first course’s 
examinations in the New Testament 
he had 2,962 and in the second 1,390. 
In the first course there were 97 who 
graduated, bringing the total to 185. 
He now enrolls altogether 3,300 students. 
In the Old Testament courses he had 416 
examinations and graduated 5 students. 
This work is quite new and the results 
are nothing less than remarkable. 





PROTESTANT MISSIONS 


All Protestant foreign fields have some 
30,000 missionaries. The number ‘has 
almost doubled since 1900. They go out 
from 139 societies. Many are physicians 
and nurses, a form of service which is 
steadily growing. Many are teachers, 
for on Protestant fields today no fewer 
than 2,500,000 children are under Chris- 
tian training. 

The United States leads all the rest of 
the world in amount of money sent to 
these foreign fields. The sum has now 
reached some $47,000,000 a year, and 
steadily increases. The largest of the 
societies, in point of income, are the 
Methodist, with an expenditure of $5,- 
500,000, the Presbyterian with $4,070,- 
000, Disciples of Christ $2,500,000, 
Congregational $1,900,000 and one of 
the two large Lutheran bodies $819,000. 
—Selected. 





THE COMMITTEE OF FIFTEEN 


This organization, of which Mr. 
Henry P. Crowell is now president, has 
been in existence since 1911. In its 
annual report for 1925 it commends its 
attorney, Robert E. Crowe, for codpera- 
tion to the fullest extent. During the 
year 8,097 personal calls were made on 
places suspected of commercial vice, 
and evidence was secured against 1,067 
of these. Reports on pandering, the 
Morals Court, the Federal Court, etc., 
are all given in considerable detail and 
are very interesting and _ informing. 
In his foreword President Crowell says: 

‘‘As one interested in the fight against 
vice, you will be pleased to read some of 
the accomplishments of this organization 
during the last year. 

“In addition to the usual work of 
combatting the houses of ill fame in Chi- 
cago, a campaign against vicious cabarets 
was conducted. This resulted in closing 
many cabarets which had been catering 
to and providing facilities for demoral- 
izing the young people of Chicago. 

“Tt is encouraging to see the results 
of the war against vice within the last 
ten years. Chicago can no longer be 
pointed to as a city of commercialized 
vice. 

“Without the moral and _ financial 
support of the interested citizens of Chi- 
cago this report could never have been 
made. With their continued moral and 
financial support the committee will go 
on heartened in its battle for the future 
by its record of the past.” 
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THE LOS ANGELES BIBLE HOUSE 


This organization has been celebrating 
its twenty-fifth anniversary. In 1906 
Mr. Lyman Stewart gave it $100,000 
and with this it was enabled to supply 
the gospel in Spanish in South America, 
Mexico, Spain and other lands. The 
chief fields of operation have been Spain, 
Porto Rico, Philippines and parts of 
Africa. In twenty-five years the society 
has sent out 8,901,297 Testaments, 
Gospels and Scripture portions; booklets 
and tracts, 45,533,572; wall-texts and 
posters 462,840. For the same period 
more than $800,000 have been received 
by the society, the receipts in 1925 being 
$72,852.33. 

The specific work of this organization 
is the distribution of the Scriptures 
among Spanish speaking people without 
cost, much of the literature being sent to 
missionaries. Mr. R. D. Smith, 927

A HISTORIC CHICAGO CHURCH

iid Fort Dearborn in 1833 in a carpenter 
shop. It has had a very remarkable 
history, other Presbyterian churches 
swarming from it until there are now more 
than one hundred churches in the city 
ind immediate vicinity. Its church 
edifice stood for many years at the corner 
ff Prairie Avenue and Twenty-first 
Street. In later years it was united with 
the Forty-first Street Church, retaining 
its name. The increase of negro popula- 
iion of the vicinity has forced removal 
ind it will now unite with the Woodlawn 
Presbyterian Church, retaining the old 
name. The united church will contain 
something like two thousand members 
and Rev. Wm. H. Boddy will be pastor.

perilous condition than for 200 years.”’

The Methodists are not in Europe to 
proselyte, said the appeal. 

“Our twenty-two conferences and 
missions, our more than 750 spiritual 
shepherds offer millions a way to Christ. 
They are crushed under the intolerable 
burdens of the world war. Multitudes 
are broken, impoverished, hopeless. Yet 
theirs is a continent ruling two-thirds 
of the human race. What Europe is 
means incalculably for the whole world. 

“Mightier battles than Verdun are 
being fought today between forces 
far more subtle, powerful and significant 
for humanity than contended in the 
world war. We poured our wealth into 
Europe without measure when the strug- 
gle was material and now withhold it 
when the struggle is moral and spiritual 
and far more critical for civilization. 

“At this great day, when our oppor- 
tunity is so irresistible and commanding, 


to have Methodism, which is peculiarly 
fitted for its social outlook, the theo- 
logical breadth of view -and its spiritual 
vitality to seem to fail and falter when 
the call is loudest, and the harvest of 
our sowing is ready for the reaping, and 
at a time when, as is well known in 
mission lands, America is passing through 
the period of her supreme prosperity 
—this is a blow, not only to Methodism, 
but to the whole Christian movement, 
the seriousness of which cannot be 
measured.’’—Chicago Daily News. 





CLAIM PRESENT AGE IS “STEEPED 
IN SENSUALITY” 


A resolution carried at the session of 
the convention of the World’s Christian 
Fundamentals Association in Toronto 
April 30, declared that the “‘social life 
of the age is clad in the purple of las- 


civiousness, steeped in sensuality, and 
stamped all over with the mark of 
beasts.”’ 

The resolution, read by Gerald D. 


Winrod of Kansas, called on the churches 
to ‘‘come out from among the ungodly 
and break with all unholy alliances which 
rob the church of her power and soul- 
saving efficiency.”

ROME IN AMERICA 


We recently reproduced, from an 
American contemporary, facts and figures 
which described the extraordinary ad- 
vance of Roman Catholicism in the 
United States. The daily newspapers 
recently supplied characteristic evidence 
of the avidity with which the Papal 
church devises means for the still further 
dissemination of Roman principles and 
practices in the new world. In a word, 


under the general designation of a 
Eucharistic Congress, there have been 
enacted, in and around Chicago, scenes 


and incidents which, in the words of the 
secular press, “brought together the 
greatest concourse of Christian people 
ever gathered for worship in the history 
of the world.””. What with cardinals and 
archbishops, also bishops and_ other 
dignitaries in hundreds, with priests and 
nuns in thousands, there has been an 
ecclesiastical exhibition which, we may 
verily believe, has had no parallel in all 
history. That the ceremonial has made 
a great impression upon unthinking on- 
lookers may well be believed; and it is 
also quite likely that the proceedings as 
a whole will do much to advance the 
papal propaganda in America and _ be- 
yond. Agents from the Vatican con- 
veyed messages of benediction from the 
Pope; and, in addition to a procession of 
many thousands of devotees, there were 
functions arranged for men alone, and 
others for women and children in com- 
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under the canopy of 
heaven because no auditorium of suf- 
ficient size could be procured. The 
meaning of such an occurrence can hardly 
be estimated; but on the surface it would 
appear to impose a solemn duty upon 
evangelical preachers and teachers in 
America, that the people may in some 
degree be shown the difference between 
the things of faith and a mere meretri- 
cious display which, after the Roman 
manner, has been served up to the crowds 
as acts of devotion.—The Christian. 





EFFECT OF MOVIES ON MIND 


Moving pictures are undoubtedly the 
easiest conceivable manner of register- 
ing impressions upon the mind. To sit 
for hours watching a procession of visual 
images that are poured into the brain, 
certainly is the equivalent of bringing 
up a spoon-fed mind. The exercise that 
a mind gets in making its own associa- 
tions—for instance, summing up its own 
visual images to illustrate stories read in 
books—is lost, and with this loss of 
exercise comes probably a lessening in the 
power of the mind to make these associa- 
tions. I should say that continual at- 
tendance at the movies might make just 
the difference in a normal individual be- 
tween a good mind and a very mediocre 
one, Or an average mind and a poor one. 

I believe children lose a great deal if 
they are permitted to form their early 
; mpressions from the screen, rather than 


from their own observations of the world 
and the people around them, or from their 
own powers of imagination. The type 
of screen dramas so much in vogue today, 
the “high life’’ stories, would seem to me 
a particularly bad influence in setting 
false standards. The high-powered cars, 
the luxurious homes, the costly clothes 
and jewels shown in the films, all tend to 
emphasize the importance of these things 
in the minds of those who haven't got 
them. 

So far, I am thinking of the effect of 
continual attendance at the movies on 
the normal mind. When we begin to 
consider the effect on the abnormal or 
subnormal mind, the consequences may 
be far more serious. It seems quite pos- 
sible that some of the otherwise inex- 
plicable crimes of the mentally weak 
have been committed as a result of 
things suggested on the screen. Slap- 
stick comedies, as well as detective 
thrillers featuring the commission of 
crimes, may have their effect in suggest- 
ing similar deeds to the individua! unable 
to discriminate between right and wrong. 
The comedian of the film knocks a man 
out with a length of lead pipe; the audi- 
ence laughs, the weak-minded spectator 
among them. We could hardly wonder 
if he went out afterwards and felled his 
pal with a similar blow, just because he 
had a notion. 

Suggestion is something that must be 
guarded against in the case of weak- 
minded citizens, and there can be no 


stronger suggestion than that of the 
actual photography of actions of humans 
shown on the screen.—Sanger Brown, 2d, 
chairman State Commission of Mental 
Defectives, Massachusetts, in the Normal

WHY THE DEATH PENALTY IS 
NEEDED 

The rehearsal of the murder of the 
drug clerk Maurer in the trial of Robert 
Scott and the story of the killing of three 
in Cicero are striking examples of what 
happens where law has lost its terrors. 
Both the Scotts carried guns and the 
implication that carrying a gun means 
readiness to kill was borne out by the 
event in this case. In the Cicero killing 
two revolvers were found and probably 
each of the men had one. The killing 
itself seems to have been so unnecessary, 
even from the viewpoint of a sane robber, 
that it is suggested the criminals were 
dope addicts. But the theory is not 
necessary. Killing a human being seems 
to be not much more serious than swat- 
ting a fly.

Only the death penalty sternly 
and expeditiously exacted can_ strike 
through the low grade consciousness of 
thousands of heedless youth from whose 
ranks these young killers come. It may

good many murders are neither crimes of 
passion nor of insanity. They are com- 
mitted by reckless men or women who 
are capable of reasoning from cause to 
consequence and who would be restrained 
from murder by a knowledge that murder 
meant for them the end of a rope. The 
mental and moral background of an 
apparently not inconsiderable number of 
people should be provided with some 
striking symbol of retribution. In 
existing circumstances there can be only 
the shadow of a vague hazard offset by 
repeated evasions and defeats of justice. 
To a low grade intelligence nothing less 
than a dramatic and conclusive penalty 
can give effective warning. Terms in 
the penitentiary may be worse than 
death, but few criminals think so, and 
even what deterrent influence the pen- 
itentiary term may have is weakened 
by the chances of parole and escape. 

There is a false humanitarianism which 
flinches from the logic of our present 
situation, but in our opinion the public 
execution of killers would save many 
lives in this community because it would 
reach the imagination of the morally 
and mentally dull or heedless, strike 
through indifference and fix in the con- 
sciousness of the undisciplined a whole- 
some fear of stern justice—Chicago 
Tribune. 





POOR RICH MAN 

The Right Rev. H. M. Thompson, 
second Bishop of Mississippi (1883- 
1902), told the following story to Father 
Benson, which is reprinted in the Holy 
Cross Magazine: 

One of the two or three enormously 
and absurdly rich men in America, long 
since departed, once said to Bishop 
Thompson: 

“T envy you.” 

“Envy me?” asked Bishop Thompson. 

“*Yes,’’ said the multi-millionaire, ‘‘you 
are a free man, your own master 
and I am like a blind horse, tramping 
the same monotonous path round the 
safe that contains my deeds and securi- 
ties.” 

In the kindness of: his heart Bishop 
Thompson offered to relieve him at once 
of some part of his trouble and to help 
him bear his burden like a Christian 
brother. The Bishop told him exactly 
where $5,000,000 would found a_ uni- 
versity to do enormous good and make his 
name a blessing forever; where another 
$1,000,000 would endow ten missionary 
bishoprics; where $2,000,000 more would 
build one creditable cathedral and 
$5,000,000 another; and $10,000,000 
would be invested so as to relieve the 
missionary committee from stress and 
anxiety, and then $5,000,000 more could 
be soundly invested so as to produce a 
respectable sum toward the instruction 
and Christianizing of more than 7,000,000 
Negroes. This would not have relieved 
him entirely; indeed, of only a fraction 
of his load. ‘He would still have been 
struggling under a burden that would 
have crushed me,” said Bishop Thomp- 
son. ‘‘You may be surprised but it is 
nevertheless the fact that he politely 
but peremptorily declined my kind 


proposal and. groaned under the load 
until it crushed him and left it just as 
heavy for his son to sweat desued until 
he is dead too.’ 





GOSPEL POWER 


The gospel is the power of God unto 
salvation. So declares Paul in Romans 
1:16. Bishop Quayle calls it the ‘‘dyna- 
mite of God.’’ John Wesley, when con- 
verted on the night of May 24, 1738, 
tells us how he felt. “I felt my heart 
strangely warmed. I felt I did trust in 
Christ, alone, for my salvation; and an as- 
surance was given me, that He had taken 
away my sins, even mine, and saved me 
from the law of sin and death; and I then 
testified openly to all there what I now 
first felt in my heart.” 

Eighteen days afterwards he preached 
at St. Mary’s, Oxford, a sermon from the 
text, ‘‘By grace are ye saved, through 
faith,’’ in the course of which he said: 
“Faith is a full reliance on the blood of 
Christ, and a trust in the merits of His 
life, death, and resurrection—a recum- 
bency upon Him as our atonement and 
our life, as given for us and living in us; 
and, in consequence hereof, a closing 
with Him and cleaving to Him as our 
wisdom, righteousness, sanctification, re- 
demption, or in one word, our salvation.” 

A gospel power is seen in the awakening 
of all the powers of personality. The 
daughter of Hugh Price Hughes, writing 
the biography of her father, said, ‘‘My 
father’s conversion was the prelude of a 
great awakening of mental power.”” Mr. 
Hughes graduated from London Uni- 
versity but made his mark as one of the 
great evangelistic leaders of English 
Methodism. 

Talmage, in one of his sermons, said: 
“IT remark that godliness is good for the 
intellect. I know some have supposed 
that just as soon as a man enters into the 
Christian life his intellect goes into a be- 
dwarfing process. So far from that re- 
ligion will give new brilliancy to the in- 
tellect, new strength to the imagination, 
new force to the will and wider swing to 
all the intellectual faculties. 

Gospel power is another word for the 
divine touch upon the soul. Some- 
where in one of the galleries of Europe 
there is a rare piece of art attributed 
to Michelangelo. It tells the story of a 
master-sculptor, who made, out of a 
piece of marble that had been thrown 
away as worthless, one of his greatest 
works. An inferior artist had taken a 
fine piece of stone, and with chisel and 
hammer had attempted to form a great 
work of art; but his genius was not equal 
to the task, and a wrong stroke had de- 
stroyed his work, and the ruined marble 
was carted out and thrown away. The 
great sculptor, passing along, beheld the 
failure and the cast-off marble, and he 
ordered the block to be sent to his studio. 
There, with brain and muscle and chisel 
and hammer, he carved out of the ruined 
piece of marble one of the most exquisite 
figures that man had ever looked upon. 
It was the master mind; the genius of a 
Michael Angelo that could make out of a 
cast-off block of stone the divine image of 
a god.—G. W. Ridout, in the Eastern 
Methodist.

What Is the Church, and What 
Should It Be Doing? 
Ephesians 2:13-22; Matthew 28:16-20 

At a meeting of ministers in a large 
western city, a college president stated 
that in religious thought and activity 
nothing was more important than a 
correct conception of the church. What 
then is the church? No better answer 
can be given than the one supplied by the 
late Dr. J. C. Ryle, bishop of Liverpool: 

“The church is composed of all be- 
lievers in the Lord Jesus. It is made 
up of all God’s elect, of all converted 
men and women, of all true Christians. 
It is a church of which all the members 
have the same marks. They are all 
‘born again’ of the Spirit. It is a church 
which is dependent upon no ministers 
upon earth, however much it values 
those who preach the gospel to its mem- 
bers. The life of its members does not 
hang on church membership and bap- 
tism and the Lord’s Supper, although 
they highly value these things when 
they are to be had. But it has only 
one Great Head, one Shepherd, one 
Chief Bishop, and that is Jesus Christ. 
He alone, by His Spirit, admits the mem- 
bers of this church, though ministers 
may show the door. Till He opens the 
door no man on earth can open it—neither 
bishops, nor presbyters, nor convoca- 
tions, nor synods. Once let a man re- 
pent and believe the gospel, and that 
moment he becomes a member this of 
church. 

‘‘It is a church whose existence does 
not depend on forms, ceremonies, cathe- 
drals, churches, chapels, pulpits, fonts, 
vestments, organs, endowments, money, 
kings, governments, magistrates, or any 
act or favor whatsoever from the hand 
of man. It has often lived on and con- 
tinued when all these things have been 
taken from it. It has often been driven 
into the wilderness, or into dens and 
caves of the earth, by those who ought 
to have been its friends., But its existence 
depends on nothing but the presence of 
Christ and His Spirit, and so long as 
they are with it the church cannot die.” 

The work of this church consists 
largely of witnessing for Christ every- 
where. By the word of truth—the gospel 
of our salvation, by deeds of kindness, 
by raising the fallen, cheering the faint, 
healing sin-sick souls, leading the spirit- 
ually blind into the light of life, the true 
church bears its witness to her Lord.

Missionary Advance in India 
Isaiah 11:1-10 
There is no real connection between 
the topic and the Scripture’ verses 
assigned to it. Isaiah, chapters 11 and 
12, deal with the kingdom as covenanted 


24 


to David in 2 Samuel 7:10-17, and estab- 
lished on earth under the Messiah, who 
is at the same time both David's son and 
David's Lord. The root of David still 
lives. The tree has been cut down. 
When Christ came to earth the root was 
living. See Matthew 1:1; Luke 1:32, 
33. It is now living in heaven. See 
Revelation 22:16. When Christ comes 
the second time to éstablish His king- 
dom on the earth the conditions revealed 
in Isaiah 11 and 12 will be realized. For 
this our Lord taught His disciples to 
pray in the words, ‘‘Thy kingdom come.” 

Missionary advance in India from the 
days of Carey until now has been con- 
stant and steady. Prior to Carey’s 
arrival no permanent fruitage resulted 
from the Christian testimony presented, 
although heroic efforts were made. 
From the World Missionary Atlas of 
1925 we learn that there are now 150 
societies at work in India, with a mis- 
sionary staff of about 6,000 workers. 
The residence stations number nearly 
1000, with more than 50,000 native 
workers, and 8,200 organized churches, 
the communicant members numbering 
nearly 1,000,000, 

A greater advance needs to be mate 
at once. According to statistics gathered 
from the Progress of World-Wide Mis- 
sions, by Dr. R. H. Glover, we find that 
of the 493 districts into which India 
may be divided, with an average area 
greater than that of Delaware and Rhode 
Island combined, 185 districts, or 37 
per cent, are without a resident mis- 
sionary, 23 per cent are very inade- 
quately occupied, and only 40 per cent 
are fairly well occupied. 

Educational work from the _ kinder- 
garten up to college and Bible training 
schools has had a distinct place in the 
work of Christian missions in India. 
This now includes young women as well 
as young men. The first Christian college 
for women not only in India but in all 
Asia, was established at Lucknow in 
1886, by Miss Isabelle Thoburn, of the 
Methodist Episcopal mission. Govern- 
ment colleges were also opened to women 
in 1870, and during the first thirty years 


over 1300 women passed the entrance | 


examination. Miss Lilavati Singh, B. A., 
a young Hindu lady professor in Luck- 
now college, made such an impression 
by her address at the missionary con- 
ference of 1900 in New York City, that 


the late President Harrison remarked, 
“If I had given a million dollars to for- 
eign missions I should count it wisely 
invested if it led only to. the conversion 
of that one woman.” 

These facts are culled from Dr. Glover’s 
book, which every Christian and mis- 
sionary worker ought to possess. It is 
an up-to-date book, informing and 
inspiring to the last degree.

What Work Shall We Plan This Year? 
1 Corinthians 3:6, 7 

It is written of the first Christian 
workers that ‘‘they gave themselves to 
prayer and the ministry of the word.” 
They put prayer first. An accepted 
missionary candidate at -the moment of 
departure for Africa said to a_ close 
friend, ‘‘Put prayer first.” One young 
people’s society that emphasized the 
prayer life and advocated the quiet hour 
found that the members took new interest 
in their work. The meetings were en- 
riched, and Christian service was entered 
into with new joy and _ enthusiasm. 
Fellowship with -God must be at the 
root of all effective service. Let us put 
prayer first. 

Then-comes the ministry of the Word. 
Millions of people in our own country 
are as yet unreached by the gospel. 
Of course they could come to church, 
but they do not. It is ours to go to them. 
Plan for outdoor and indoor work. A 
Sunday afternoon meeting oat of doors 
on fine Sundays in the early fall, as well 
as in the summer time, would reach many 
unchurched people. Hospital work, 
prison work, visitation of rural dis- 
tricts, and the organization of new socie- 
ties all afford opportunity for the min- 
istry of the Word. One society sent a 
delegation of young people to visit a 
rural district. Interest in young people’s 
work was created, a society was formed, 
and the life of the people lifted te new 
spiritual levels. 

“We are laborers together with God.” 
“Tt is God that worketh in us.’’ One 
soweth, and another watereth, and God 
giveth the increase. Our work must be 
done as unto Him, with pure motives 
and high purposes. We must build with 
good material, because the building is 
not for man but for God. Some day our

What Is Education? How Get It? 
How Use It? 


2 Timothy 2:15 


“Study to show thyself approved 
unto God, a workman unashamed of his 
work.’”? This was written to a leader in 
Christian service by a mature and ex- 
perienced servant of God. 

Education is the gateway to service. 
If it be Christian service, then the gate- 
way ntust be Christian education. All 
education is not Christian, nor are all 
our educational institutions, even though 
they: bear the name of some church or 
denomination, Christian. In a _ book 
entitled The Menace of Modernism, by 
W. B. Riley, it is stated that the president 
of a Baptist university in America, said 
in-the presence of Dr. Riley, ‘‘Jesus 
Christ was no more authority upon ques- 
tions of modern biblical cricitism than 
Thomas Aquinas was upon the modern 
electric light.” No one desiring educa- 
tion for Christian service could find it in 
that institution. Jesus Christ is the 
Lord from heaven; He is God manifest 
in the flesh; He is the object of faith. 
Anything that minimizes His authority, 
supremacy and sufficiency in any realm, 
arrests, retards and sometimes destroys 
faith. Faith is the supreme qualification 
for Christian leadership and _ service. 
The education of faith is God’s supreme 
concern. 

Moses was an educated man, but it 
waS “‘by faith’’ that he made the great 
choices of his life, and “by faith” that 
he became the great emancipator and 
leader of God’s people, and ‘‘by faith’’ 
that he endured all the testings of life 
‘“‘seeing him who is invisible’? (Heb. 
11-25. 26); 

Paul was an educated man, but the 
dominant principle and power of his life 
was faith. See Galatians 2:20; 2 Timothy 
4:7. Faith is being sure of God. ‘‘With- 
out faith it is impossible to please God.” 
No educational institution where the 
Bible is discredited and faith in the deity 
and atonement of Christ is undermined, 
can ever be a gateway to Christian 
service, it is rather a barrier.

(2) Give 
Scripture that assures one of a call to the 
ministry. 

Answers: (1) It is true that D. L. 
Moody did not use cars or trains on Sun- 
day, but that does not mean that it is a 
sin to do so. Neither does it mean that 
Dr. Gray is violating any law of God in 
doing so. Much depends upon the mo- 
tive and the object in the premises. (2) 
We do not recall any particular Scripture 
that assures one of a clear call to the 
ministry. Such particular calls are to be 
decided upon other grounds, such as 
one’s personal fitness, providential cir- 
cumstances, and the leading of the Holy 
Spirit. 





THE REPENTANCE OF GOD 


J. W., Stillwater, Minn. 

Question: Please explain Exodus 
32:14. In what sense does God repent? 

Answer: When a person changes his 
mind, especially as to an evil course, he 
is said to repent. This language may be 
applied to God in order to indicate to us a 
line of action different from what was 
proposed or apparent. But since God 
knows beforehand all the circumstances 
and eventualities of every situation, it is 
impossible for Him to be mistaken either 
as to His purpose or His acts; hence, 
in reality, God never does anything 
that afterwards calls for repentance. 
In the present instance, the purpose to 
destroy the Israelites was merely provi- 
sional. He knew beforehand that He 
would heed the prayer of Moses and not 
carry His proposal into effect. Never- 
theless, He made the proposition to Moses 
as a test of Moses, but knowing also that 
the considerations presented by Moses 
(vv, 11-13) would make it impossible for 
Him to execute His threat of extermina- 
tion.

Question: Are the Church, the Bride, 
and the Body of Christ the same? 

Answer: It is our judgment that they 
are the same, that the mystical body 
(Eph. 1:23) symbolizes the present rela- 
tion of the Church of Christ, and that the 
Bride symbolizes a future relation (2 
Cor. 11:2). 





BETWEEN DEATH AND RESUR- 
RECTION

Question: What beliefs are permissi- 
ble to orthodox Christians regarding life 
after death between the time of death and 
the resurrection of believers? 

Answer: From the parable of the 
Rich Man and Lazarus we learn that 
after death the souls of men have a con- 
scious, active, existence, which is opposed 
to the theory of soul-sleeping. It is the 
generally accepted belief of the church 
that at death true believers pass at once 
into the presence of God, where they are 
in a state of bliss until the timewhen they 
receive their resurrection bodies and their 
final rewards. 





CHRISTIAN TITHING 

W. H.B., St. Louts, Mo. 

Question: Is the ancient law of 
tithing binding upon Christians? 

Answer: While we, personally, prac- 
tice tithing, and while we believe it was 
practiced before the time of Moses, and 
therefore not strictly Jewish, we are in- 
clined to believe that for the Christian 
tithing is a principle and a privilege rath- 
er than a law. Under grace we should 
be willing to do our utmost. Some 
should certainly give more than the tithe, 
and every Christian should give propor- 
tionately. The law for the Christian 
seems to be clearly stated in. 2 Corin- 
thians 9:6-8, although the exact propor- 
tion is not given. The law of the tithe 
is not excluded in this passage, however, 
and is a good principle for most Chris- 
tians to follow. 





ENTAILED PUNISHMENT 
A.G., Philadelphia, Pa. 

Question: Please explain Exodus 20:5 
and Ezekiel 18:18-20. 

Answer: (1) The particular sin re- 
ferred to is idolatry, which is necessarily 
degrading and causes deterioration from 
generation to generation. In God's 
natural or providential government of 
the world every iniquity of the father en- 
tails affliction in some form or other upon 
posterity. We all inherit handicaps and 
often positive suffering on account of the 
misconduct or the lack of restraint upon 
the part of near or remote ancestors. 


This passage of .Scripture may also in- 
clude the direct and personal judgments 
of God. But in any case, such punish- 
ments are tempered with mercy—they 
are limited to the third or fourth genera- 
tion; while the favor of God to those who 
keep His commandments extends even 
to the thousandth generation. (2) The 
passage from Ezekiel teaches an added, 
not a contradictory truth, namely, the 
son shall not suffer the death penalty for 
his father. The law of sin is, ‘‘The soul 
that sinneth, it shall die.’’ Only in this 
life is the iniquity of the father visited 
upon the children. Before God each 
person stands upon his own merit when 
the life after death is in view. 





THE JUDGMENT OF THE NATIONS 


H. T., Chefoo, China. 

Questions: (1) At the judgment of 
the living nations (Matt. 25:31-46) 
is each nation to be judged as a collective 
body, or are the people thereof to be 
judged? (2) Does not that salvation 
appear to be based upon good works 
rather than upon faith? 


Answers: (1) We should say both 
collectively and individually. Nations, 
as such, are judged according to their 
corporate acts, and since they have no 
corporate existence in the next life they 
can be judged only here. But a nation is 
composed of individual units, each of 
whom is personally responsible to God, 
and only these can be rewarded either by 
eternal life or by eternal fire. (2) The 
people who here are saved or condemned 
are not believers or unbelievers, but the 
“righteous” or the unrighteous, the sheep 
and the goats, This is a judgment upon 
those living upon the earth when Christ 
“the King” returns in glory to establish 
His kingdom. He here applies the title 
of “King” to Himself (v. 34). The 
basis of that judgment will indeed be 
good works, particularly the treatment 
given His ‘“‘brethren,”’ who probably are 
the Jews.

Gifts for the Tabernacle 
Exodus 35:4-29 


Golden Text:—Honor the Lord with 
thy substance and of the first fruits of 
thy increase.—Proverbs 3:9. 

I. What the Tabernacle Was. 

It was a rectangular structure 30 cubits 
long, 10 cubits wide and 10 cubits high. 
This was divided into two rooms, the 
holy place and the Holy of holies. The 
two rooms were separated by the vail. 
The tabernacle was within a court 100 
cubits long and 50 cubits wide. Within 
the court, before the door of the Taber- 
nacle, was situated the brazen altar. 
Between the altar of sacrifice and the 
door of the Tabernacle was placed the 
laver. Inside of the holy place was found 
the candlestick and also the table of 
shewbread. Directly in front of the vail 
was found the altar of incense. The altar 
of incense was closely connected with 
the brazen altar in the contact of fire 
and blood. In the Holy of holies was 
found the ark of the covenant, the most 
sacred object of the entire Tabernacle. 
This ark contained the table of stone, 
the pot of manna and Aaron’s rod that 
budded. The ark represented the throne 
of God. At this place He met the priest 
and commanded His will to the people. 


II. The Meaning of the Taber- 
nacle. 

The Tabernacle was the symbol of 
God’s dwelling place. The mass of the 
people could not enter its sacred pre- 
The bond of union affording a 

of communication was the 
priesthood. The priest was the mediator 
between God and the people. This 
Tabernacle typified the incarnation of 
God in Christ. John says that the Word 
became flesh and tabernacled among us 
(John 1:14). We today do not need 
the symbol any longer, because in Christ 
we have with us the reality. The fur- 
niture of the Tabernacle, beginning 
with the brazen altar, symbolizes the 
spiritual history of the worshiper, making 
clear the sinner’s method of approach 
unto God. The position of the brazen 
altar at the door of the Tabernacle in- 
dicated that no one could draw nigh to 
God without going by the way of that 
altar. The question of sin must be 
settled before man dares approach God. 
Sin was punished in the person of the 
substitute. The laver typifies the sanc- 
tification of the believer. The sacrifice 
at the brazen altar signified atonement. 
The ablutions of the laver prefigured 
sanctification. Atonement was made 
by the sacrificial death of Christ. Sanc- 
tification was effected by the washing 
at the laver, prefiguring the influence 
of God’s Word, His ordinances and 
the operation of the Holy Spirit. The 
candlestick, with its central shaft and 
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medium 


its extending branches indicated the unity 
and diversity of God’s people. The 
candlestick also shows the purpose of the 
sanctification of the believer, namely, 
to shine for God. The table of shew- 
bread was for a memorial unto God of 
His chosen people, one loaf for each 
tribe. What the bread was for Israel, 
Jesus Christ is to the church. The altar 
of incense symbolized communion with 
God in worship. The putting of the blood 
from the brazen altar on the altar of 
incense shows that acceptable prayer 
rests on the ground of the atoning work 
of Christ. The vail symbolized the 
flesh of Christ. The rending of the vail 
at the time of Christ’s crucifixion shows 
that the death of Christ gives access to 
God. The mercy seat upon which the 
blood of the sin offering was sprinkled 
indicates that the claim of God’s law had 
been satisfied. 


III. The Offerings of the Taber- 
nacle. 

1. The Motive of Giving (v. 5). 

‘‘Whosoever is of a willing heart let 
him bring it an offering of the Lord.” 
Giving which meets God’s approval 
must spring from the heart. ‘‘Every 
man according as he purposeth in his 
heart so let him give, not grudgingly or 
of necessity, for God loveth a cheerful 
giver’ (2 Cor. 9:7). The offering must not 
only be made of a willing mind but it must 
be as unto the Lord, an expression of 
love and godly fear. This applies not 
only to giving of money, but to all kinds 
of acceptable service. God’s army is 
made up entirely of volunteers. The 
Israelites were to make this the Lord’s 
offering, not to the men who had charge 
of the Tabernacle but to the Lord Him- 
self. It was to be for the erection and 
maintenance of the place of worship. 

2. Who Had Part in Giving (v. 22). 

‘They came, both men and women.”’ 
It was God’s purpose from the beginning 
that women should unite in the support 
and care of the worship of God. Unfor- 
tunately, in many instances the women 
must take the major responsibility in the 
care and maintenance of the church. 

3. What Was to be Given (vv. 23-28). 

Under this heading two _ interesting 
things stand out,—measure and variety. 

(1) Measure. They brought what they 
had to bring. 

No one is under obligation to give that 
which he does not possess. Capacity 
is the measure of responsibility. This is 
emphasized in such expressions as ‘‘every 
man with whom was found,” ‘All the 
women who were wise-hearted,” ‘‘What 
one has to give is clearly the measure 
of one’s duty in giving,” “Our work is 
cut out for us by the faculties and oppor- 
tunities that God has given us.’”’ Christ’s 
words to Mary, ‘‘She hath done what 
she could,”’ is not an apology for a menial 


and insignificant service, but a stringent 
requirement of service which pleases 
Christ. Our giving and service are deter- 
mined by our capacity to give and to do. 

(2) Variety. 

Some brought jewelry (v. 22); some 
brought gold (v. 22); some brought fine 
linen (v. 23); some brought goat’s hair 
and rough skin (v. 23); wise-hearted 
women did spin with their hands (v. 25); 
the rulers brought the expensive things 
that were needed (v. 27). This shows 
what a variety of things are needed in the 
Lord’s house and therefore that all can 
have part in the worship of God. The 
one who has skill and willing hands is 
just as needful as the one who has abund- 
ance of money to give. 





September 19 
(Temperance Lesson) 
Obedience to Law 
Leviticus 26:1-46 

Golden Text:—Do not drink wine nor 
strong drink, thou, nor thy sons with 
thee.—Leviticus 10:9. 

Although the lesson text does not 
specifically mention intoxicating liquors, 
it includes such prohibition as the Golden 
Text taken from the tenth chapter clearly 
shows. Temperance is God’s law written 
in His Word, in nature and man’s con- 
stitution. 

I. Some Fundamental Laws Stated 
(vv. 1, 2). 

1. God Alone to be Worshiped (v. 1). 

God is a jealous God, therefore He 
cannot tolerate a rival. There must be 
no idolatry. God is to have full place in 
our lives or no place at all. All objects 
which sit upon the throne of our hearts, 
whether silver, gold, honor, earthly 
possessions, or even our most close rela- 
tions by blood or affinity are abominable 
in His sight. 

2. The Sabbath 
(ws. 2). 

The one who has enthroned God in his 
heart will reverence His Sabbath. The 
Sabbath was ordained that man might 
better cherish God in his heart. Sabbath 
desecration is a sign that God does not 
reign in one’s life. 





Must be Observed 


3. Reverence for God’s Sanctuary 


(v. 2). 


The believer needs to frequent the 
sanctuary of God in order to have his 
soul refreshed. Respect’ for God's holy 
day and the frequency of the sanctuary 
are inseparably united in those who fear 
and reverence God. 

II. Blessings for Obedience to 
God’s Laws (vv. 3-13). 

1. Fruitful Seasons (vv. 3-5). 

Temporal well-being is secured through 
obedience to God’s government. Godli- 
ness is profitable unto all, having the 
promise of the life that now is and that 
which is to come. John said to his be- 
loved Gaius, ‘‘I wish above all things that 
thou mayest prosper and be in health 
even as thy soul prospereth.” 

2. Internal Security (vv. 6-8). 

In addition to the fulness of temporal 
blessings, God assured them that for 
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obedience to His Word He would grant 
peace and safety. ‘‘Ye shall lie down and 
none shall make you afraid.’’ No robbers 
were to invade the land to disturb their 
tranquility by day or night. How like 
the time when swords shall be beaten into 
ploughshares and spears into pruning 
hooks (Isa. 2:4). No wild beasts would 
be allowed to devour them for, “I will 
rid them out of the land.”’ If foes should 
invade the land they should be driven 
back even though they should be greatly 
superior in numbers. Five shall chase a 
hundred and 100 shall put to flight 
10,000. 

3. Numerical Increase (vv. 9, 10). 

Their number would be multiplied 
iccording to God’s covenant to Abraham 
ind the produce of the land increased 
'o support them. 

4. God’s Abiding Presence (vv. 11-13). 

The greatest of all God’s blessings is 
His abiding presence. Happy is that 
nation and people in whose presence 
God chooses to dwell. Through the 
nearnation of Christ, God is immanent. 


III. Calamities for Disobedience 


(vv. 14-39). 


i. Judgments in General (vv. 14-17). 

For disobedience and _ rejection of 
God’s laws, general calamities would be 
permitted to come upon them. They 
include 

(1) Physical diseases. Their health 
would be taken away and they were to 
he afflicted with diseases. 

(2) Bereavement. Physical disease 
would take away kindred and friends, 
thereby causing sorrow of heart, and 
mourning. 

(3) Famine. God would withhold the 
rain, therefore the food supply would be 
lacking. 

(4) Conquest. They would be slain 
before their enemies. 

(5) Oppression and dispersion. 

God would allow the enemy to over- 
come and oppress them and ultimately 
take them out of their own land and 
scatter them. 

2. The Specific Judgments (vv. 18-39). 

Mercies rejected and warnings un- 
heeded must be followed by more severe 
strokes of wrath. Four series of warn- 
ings are pointed out by Kellogg, each 
conditioned on the supposition that they 
did not repent as the result of the pre- 
ceding experiences. Each series is pref- 
.ced by the formula ‘‘I will punish you 
seven times more for your sins” (vv. 18, 
21, 24, 28). The thought is that each 
new display of impenitence on Israel's 
part shall be marked by _ increasing 
severity. 

(1) The rains will be withheld (vv. 19, 
20). 

(2) Their children and cattle will be 
destroyed by wild beasts (v. 22). 

(3) This to be followed by war, pesti- 
lence and famine (vv. 25, 26). 

(4) Increasing terror (vv. 29-32). 

If the previous judgments were not 
heeded then severer ones would follow 
so that in their distress they would eat 
the flesh of their sons and daughters and 
their seed should become waste and their 
land so desolate that even their enemies 
would be astonished at it. 
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(5) Scattered the Gentiles 


(v. 33). 


God would scatter them among the 
heathen and pursue them with a sword. 
How awfully this has been fulfilled in 
the history of that people.

Review—Early Leaders of Israel 


Golden Text:—Let us run with pa- 
tience the race that is set before us, 
locking unto Jesus, the author and 
finisher of our faith. Hebrews 12:1,2. 

It is strange that the lesson committee 
should have selected the title ‘Early 
Leaders of Israel’’ when only Moses 
appears. A better title would have been 
‘Moses, the Leader of Israel.’ In such 
a case consideration should be given to 
Moses’ life, character and_ teaching. 
Indeed, a good method of review would 
be to use this plan for the quarter's 
lessons. Another method of review would 
be to give a synthetic view of the book 
of Exodus, since all the lessons of the 
quarter are taken from that book. How- 
ever, for the senior and adult classes the 
best method will be to recall the principal 
fact and then state the leading lesson of 
each Sunday’s lesson of the quarter. 
To aid in this, the following suggestions 
are given: 


Lesson for July 4. 


When the time drew nigh for God to 


deliver His chosen people He caused them 
to multiply greatly. Envy and alarm 
incited the new king to institute measures 
to check Israel’s increase. The attempt 
to carry measures out not only 
displayed their futility but brought to 
be sheltered and nurtured in the king's 
palace the very one who later upset 
Pharaoh’s throne.

Lesson for July 11. 


When Moses was born, his mother 
perceived that he was a child of destiny. 
The king’s edict was that every male 
child should be destroyed, but the faith 
of his mother moved her to hide him. 
When no longer able to hide him he was 
preserved in an ark of bulrushes and 
taken in charge by Pharaoh's daughter. 
At the suggestion of Miriam, his mother 
was called as a nurse. He was edu- 
cated both at his mother’s knee and in 
the Egyptian court, both of which were 
necessary for his equipment as a deliverer 
of his people. 


Lesson for July 18. 


While keeping Jethro’s sheep, God 
appeared to Moses in a burning bush 
and commissioned him a deliverer of His 
people. Moses faltered, but God _pa- 
tiently heard and met his difficulties. 
When God calls a man He removes all 
the difficulties. 


Lesson for July 25. 


In memory of the great deliverance of 
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Israel from bondage, the passover was 
instituted. All who were under the 
blood were saved from the destroying 
angel. All are saved who are under the 
blood of Christ.

God permitted the Israelites to get 
into straitened circumstances after leav- 
ing Egypt, in order to teach them to 
trust Him and also to lay a snare for the 
enemy. Those who refuse God’s warn- 
ings may be permitted to go to destruc- 
tion under the presumption that God is 
helping them. 

Lesson for August 8. 

Before going far into the wilderness 
the people lusted for the fleshpots of 
Egypt. God answered their murmurings 
by giving them quails and manna to 
eat. Christ is the true manna sent down 
from God to man. Those who eat of this 
bread shall never die. 

Lesson for August 15. 


Jethro, seeing Moses completely occu- 
pied with the judging of Israel, advised 
that Moses should be to the people 
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Godward and that all the weightier 
matters should be cared for by him and 
that suitable men should be appointed 
to judge the smaller matters. God’s 
work should be carefully organized so 
as to relieve his ministers of unnecessary 
burdens. 

Lesson for August 22. 

To love God with all the heart, soul, 
strength and mind ts the fulfilment of 
the first four commandments of the 
Decalogue. 


Lesson for August 29. 

Loving our neighbor as we love our- 
selves is the fulfilment of the last six 
commandments of the Decalogue. Su- 
preme love to God and love to our fellow- 
man as we love ourselves is the sum total 
of human duty. 


Lesson for September 5. 

God through Christ dwells in the 
midst of His people, just as He did in the 
midst of Israel in the Tabernacle.- 
Lesson for September 12. 

In the carrying on of God’s work all 
should offer willingly such gifts as they 
have. 

Lesson for September 19. 

Disobedience to God’s laws always 
brings calamities, while obedience to 
them is always accompanied with bless- 
ings. 





October 3 
Israel Journeying Toward Canaan 
Numbers 10:11-36 

Golden Text:—Come thou with us and 
we will do thee good.—Numbers 10:29. 

Israel remained almost one year at 
Sinai. It was a veritable schooling for 
them. Their stay was necessary: 

1. To allow them to recuperate from 
the effects of many years of slavery. 

2. To train them morally and spirit- 
ually for the great work before them. 
The wonderful transactions at Sinai 
served to inspire them with courage 
and hope, for through them they came to 
know God as their king and themselves 
as His covenant people. Through the 
giving of the law the principles of right- 
eousness were placed before them and 
instilled into them which ténded to 
mould their characters for the right. 

3. To have them thoroughly organized. 

This was not only necessary for the 
march, but for the warfare in gaining 
possession of the land of Canaan. 


I. Marching from Sinai at the 


Hand of Moses (vv. 11-28). 

The nation had now grown to a great 
host,—the army itself of 603,550 strong. 
Allowing three persons to every soldier, 
there would be 1,810,650. The marching 
of such an host required thorough organi- 
zation. The army was organized into 
four great sections or divisions with three 
tribes to each division. Each tribe had 
a commander and an ensign. In their 
encampment they formed a hollow square 
with the Tabernacle in the center. The 
Levites were organized on the basis of 
the three sons of Aaron—Gershon, 
Kohath and Merari. The Kohathites 


had the principal place about the Taber- 
nacle—charge of the most precious 
things. The Gershonites had the next 
place of honor, while the drudgery fell 
upon the Merarites. 


1. The Signal Given (v. 11). 

The lifting of the cloud from off the 
sanctuary was the signal for the camp 
to be broken and the march to begin. 
This was the first move since the Taber- 
nacle was set up. 


2. The Signal Given to Rest (v. 12). 

Just as the sign to march must be 
recognized, so the sign to rest must be 
obeyed. The first stop was in the wilder- 
ness at Paran. 


3. The Commander (v. 13). 

God was the Commander through His 
servant Moses. The journey was to be 
made according to the Lord’s command. 
It is highly important that God be 
recognized in all things and that we move 
according to His commandment. It is 
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important that we march only according 
to His signal. It is equally important 
that we stop according to His signal. 

4, The Order of the March (vv. 14-28). 

As they marched the division led by 
Judah went forward, followed by Ger- 
shon and Merari bearing the coarser 
part of the tabernacle. Then marched 
Reuben’s division, followed by the 
Kohathites bearing the sacred utensils 
of the Tabernacle. These were followed 
by the division of Ephraim and Dan. 
The ark occupied a central position with 
the moving caravan. We thus see 
Israel moving along in good order, every 
tribe filling its place. The Lord was with 
them, even dwelling in their midst. 
When the Lord is in our midst what more 
could be desired? 


II. Moses Seeking the Help of 
Hobab (vv. 29-32). 


Hobab was a shrewd child of the desert. 
Moses thought therefore that his knowl- 
edge thereof would be helpful. The 
children of Israel were going forth under 
the guiding care of the Almighty. Surely 
He could be trusted. Certainly He knew 
that dreadful wilderness. Why turn 
from the guidance of the omnipotent 
One to that of a man, even though shrewd 
by nature and possessing wide exper- 
ience? It isa sad thing indeed when God 
is dwelling in the midst of the people 
that the one whom God had set over them 
should seek the wisdom and guidance of 
a man. Disaster in the future under 
such circumstances is a foregone conclu- 
sion. There seems to be no doubt as 
io the grave mistake which Moses made 
in this case, but it is quite certain that 
he was actuated by a proper motive. 
it displayed his human infirmity. Any 
human leader is likely to err. Moses 
inade a double plea before Hobab. 

1. ‘‘We Will Do Thee Good.” 

Moses had faith in God’s promises to 
israel and could well assure Hobab that 
sood would come to him by identifying 
himself with God’s covenant people. 
All Christians can say to sinners, ‘‘Come 
thou with us and we will do thee good.” 
Hobab’s reason for refusing the invita- 
tion of Moses was his love for his home 
and kindred. Many today are not iden- 
tified with God’s people because of the 
love of kindred and of material things. 

2. ‘‘Thou Mayest Be to Us Instead of 
I:yes.”’ 

Moses still insisted that Hobab should 
go along, not only for the good he could 
get but for the good he might do. The 
sinner should come to Christ because he 
needs salvation—not primarily that he 
inay be doing some good by joining with 
God’s people. While Hobab at first 
seemed to refuse Moses’ invitation he 
seems afterward to have yielded to the 
entreaty of Moses and went with Israel 
to Canaan (see Judges 1:16). 


III. Marching to Canaan with 
the Lord as Leader (vv. 33-36). 


Even though Hobab did go with 
Israel, we never hear of his leading the 
people. The Lord will not have it so. 
Observe 

1. ‘‘The Ark of the Covenant of the 
Lord Went Before Them” (v. 33). 
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The ark, the symbol of the divine 
presence, moved out of its place in the 
midst of the camp and took its place at 
the head. It went before them in the 
three days’ journey to search out a rest- 
ing place for them. 
2. The Cloud of the Lord Rested 
upon Them/((v. 34). 
This was an indication that God was 
not only leading, but governing His 
people and protecting them. 
3. The Lord’s Vindication (vv. 35, 36). 
Moses’ unbelief caused a _ reproach 
upon the Lord. This action on the part 
of God vindicated His leadership. God 
is the actual and the only sufficient leader 
whose eyes are never weary, whose heart 
is never faint, who never sleepeth nor 
slumbereth. Moses gave recognition 
to this act of God in identifying himself 
with His people. When the ark set 
forward, he exclaimed, ‘‘Rise up, Lord, 
and let thine enemies be scattered and 
let them that hate thee flee before thee,”’ 
and when it rested—‘‘Return, O Lord, 
unto the many thousands of Israel.’ 
May we like Moses, when we fail in 
unbelief, quietly and graciously accept 
the rebuke of the Lord and give Him 
recognition as our only leader. 
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SKY IS CLOUDLESS 


Today has been calm and bright with 
not a cloud in the sky. Smoke rises 
straight from the chimneys and poises 
above them in motionless blue pillars. 
Farmhouse roofs, snow laden, fold upon 
fold of snow, like the fleecy white blanket 
a mother throws over her baby’s cradle. 
Only the top rail of fences showing about 
the drifts as if laid down as runways for 
the squirrels to caper on; eaves of the 
houses armed with silver spears that 
tinkle to the ground before the mounting 
sun; church steeples silhouetted against 
the blue sky; stretches of silent wood- 
land, peopled by those ladies of the 
forest, the white birches, white as the 
snow banked at their feet.—James 
O'Donnell Bennett, in the Chicago Trib- 
une, describing a scene at Plymouth, Vt., 
the day before the funeral of Colonel 
Coolidge.

The net gain in the Jewish population 
of Palestine during 1925, deducting emi- 
gration figures from those of immigra- 
tion, was 31,660. This brings the Jewish 
population up from ten per cent to nearly 
seventeen per cent of the entire popula- 
tion. During the first five months of 
1926 nearly 9,000 more Jews entered the 
land.

estimated at $10,000,000. Among the

Episcopal mission at Tanah Abang, Java, in the Dutch East Indies. They study the 
three R’s, but get the gospel as well.

A Symposium 


The gospel is not a side issue in any 
service of the church. In the evening 
preaching service an earnest effort is 
always made to present the way of sal- 
vation clearly and in simple enough 
words that the youngest listener can 
understand. I find that young people 
do not like soft, sentimental, preaching 
but will come if the sermon hits them 
squarely and shows them where they are, 
as God sees them. 

It is considered the ordinary thing for 
them to do. After the B. Y. P. U. meet- 
ing is dismissed the attendants go down- 
stairs id sit in the auditorium and wait 
for evening service, as there is usually 
an intermission of five minutes. When 
some one goes out at this time the other 
young people begin to ask the reason 
why, whether sick, needed at home, etc. 
The last five or ten minutes of the young 
people’s meeting is spent in prayer for 
the success of the evening service and 
especially for the salvation of souls. 

Back of all this, we have a mid-week 
prayer service and testimony meeting. 
After the Scripture is read by the pastor 
all kneel for prayer. From an hour to 
two hours and a half is spent on our 
knees. The two main requests always 
brought before us are for a revival in our 
church, and for the deepening of our own 
spiritual lives—Fred P. Harris, Baptist 
Church, Oglesby, III.

WHAT BEING AN AMBASSADOR 
MEANS 


2 Corinthians 5:20 


This is a word with a very full meaning, 
possibly conveying deeper lessons to us in 
these modern times than when used by 
the great apostle. The true ambassador 
is the bond-servant of his sovereign and 
of his country. Certain features charac- 
terize his position and personality. 

1. He must be chosen as a fit person for 
the post by the head of his government; 
he cannot appoint himself. 


2. He must receive his instructions 
from the head of his government, and 
cannot act independently of them. 


3. As an ambassador residing abroad, 
he is still a citizen of his own country, 
and not of that to which he is sent. 

4. The residence of an ambassador is, 
for the time being, part of the soil of his 
own country. Over the building floats his 
country’s flag. No officer of another 
power can cross the threshold to arrest 
anyone who can claim the protection of 
that flag. The laws of his country are the 
laws of the embassy house. 

5. All insults offered to an ambassador 
are made to his sovereign and his coun- 
try, and will be avenged by his country, 
and not by the ambassador himself. 


6. The ambassador’s duty includes 
guarding the interests of his country 
abroad, watching all legislation, lest any 
new laws should be prejudicial to those 
interests, and, as far as possible, procur- 
ing such modifications as shall conserve 
those interests. 

7. The recall of an ambassador during 
a dispute means a declaration of war. 


‘“‘We are ambassadors, therefore, on 
behalf of Christ.’’ He has chosen us, and 
appointed us to represent Him in this 
world, where we shall always be strangers 
and foreigners. He is the Sovereign 
whom we represent.

Preach the Word Faithfully 





A SERMON 


Much has been written about the 
sermon, but who can define it? It is not 
a lecture, nor yet is it an address; least 
of all is it a harangue. A lecture has for 
its object the impartation of instruction. 
An address is supposed to be short and 
also is supposed to aim at giving informa- 
tion to be acted on either immediately 
or subsequently. A harangue is largely 
an appeal to the passions, and the pur- 
pose of it is to stir an audience to action 
at once, whether that action be advisable 
or inadmissible, a call to arms against 
an invading foe or a bid for a vote for a 
particular political candidate. 

A sermon is manifestly neither of these, 
although there may be and should be in 
it certain elements drawn from each of 
them. It may resemble the lecture in 
the impartation of instruction, for to 
“teach” is a part of the minister’s great 
commission. It may be likened to an 
address in that brevity, directness and 
open-hearted sincerity should always be 
present. And, properly safe-guarded, 
there may be and should be an appeal 
to the heart, though not to the mere 
emotions and certainly not to the pas- 
sions, that immediate action may follow. 

The great Dr. Guthrie, of Edinburgh, 
was wont to say that three ‘‘p’s’’ should

Primarily the minister’s function is 
not to prepare men to die; rather it is 
to prepare them to live. And the life 
men ought to live is Christ's life. So 
says Paul again and again. One becomes 
a new creation when he comes back to 
God through faith in the Son of God. 
Everything is different. He is master 
of himself no longer. He thinks, speaks, 
acts in the life of Christ. He chooses his 
pleasures, his reading, his friends to 
please Christ. He conducts his business, 
gives his money, makes his investments, 
deals with his fellowmen entirely on the 
principles of Christ. To him ‘‘to live 
is Christ.’"”. And to this hidden, myster- 
ious, glorious life it is the preacher’s 
business to win men, nothing less; there 
can be nothing more.—Selected.

He is the author of a 
biography of his father which is by 
many considered to be the most impor- 
tant religious biography written in this 
or any country in the last century, the 
work prostrating him physically for a 
time. Mr. Gordon is a persistent in- 
vestigator, analyzes what he finds most 
intelligently and backs up what he writes 
with documentary or personal testimony. 

He traces the rise of Unitarianism in 
New England and many who think 
Unitarians are the most intelligent, most 
cultured and generous religionists of the 
country will have their eyes opened when 
they have the evidence of their tyrannical, 
ruthless and unfair tactics when they 
wrecked the evangelical churches of 
New England more than a century ago. 
He shows that although Unitarianism 
in form has had no growth in this coun- 
try, it has worked itself insidiously into 
many of the greatest educational insti- 
tutions of the country, into much of 
theological literature coming from so- 
called evangelical writers, and into many 
of the best known pulpits of the land. 


The portrayal of the condition of a 
number of theological or divinity schools 
of the country is one that will awaken 
wide interest and be a cause of astonish- 
ment on the part of many. ‘The Loot- 
ing of Andover” is most graphically 
pictured and cannot but leave an impres- 
sion of the moral obtuseness of quite a 
number of Americans of a half century 
and more ago that is enlightening. Prac- 
tically the same situation is given with 
reference to Union Theological Seminary 
in New York. It is clearly shown that 
both of these institutions were estab- 
lished for the purpose of checking Uni- 
tarian and liberal theological teaching 
many years ago, and that the large 
sums of money, for those days, were 
given with direct injunction that when 
any of the professors and other officers 
of those institutions failed to use the 
funds for the purpose distinctly named, 
those funds were to revert to.the heirs, 
to the donors, or be given to other in- 
stitutions. 

Theological or divinity schools that 
Mr. Gordon finds to be leavened with 
Unitarianism are Chicago University, 
Crozier Seminary, Rochester Seminary, 
Oberlin Divinity School, Garrett Biblical 
Institute, Boston University School of 
Theology and Hartford Theological Sem- 
inary. 

The author discusses the rise of modern 
thought and shows that it goes back to 
Astruc of the seventh century. He 
quotes Harry Emerson Fosdick and 
shows that what he claims is new was 
taught by Strauss and other skeptics 
and infidels decades ago. 

To cite the many striking paragraphs 
in this startling book would trespass on 
the space allowed for this notice and this 
review must close with calling the atten- 
tion of the reader to the extract from a 


very recent decision of the supreme 
court of Massachusetts denying the 
union of Andover Theological Seminary 
with Harvard University, near the end 
of the book.

By the modern triangle is meant the 
evolutionary hypothesis, pagan _phil- 
osophy, and destructive Biblical criti- 
cism.

The thing needed today in 
our churches is prophets, men who have 
had visions of God.and who have not only 
a message, but the message God gives 
them. Such can speak with authority 
and will be heard as the prophets of God. 

A copy of this book should be in the 
hands of every theological student in 
the land and in the hands of young men 
in our colleges and universities having 
the Christian ministry in view and in 
the hands of those of our older Christian 
boys who have not yet decided as to 
their life vocation. A careful reading of 
a large part of this book shows that there 
is nothing that would mislead a young 
man or give any wrong conception of 
the prophet’s call, consequently the 
book is most highly commended.

The sub-title of this book, ‘‘Reflections 
on the Life Beyond,’ reveals its plan 
and purpose. It begins with a discussion 
of man’s instinctive belief in and longing 
for immortality, and the dim, disappoint- 
ing light of pagan ideas concerning the life 
beyond. Then Old Testament ideas of 
immortality are examined, with such 
fulness and force that the careful reader 
will be convinced that the saints of that 
olden time were not without the comfort- 
ing hope of the resurrection. The author 
is almost at his best when he points out 
the dangers of attempted communica- 
tion with the dead, and warns against 
such subtle errors as annihilation, future 
probation, soul-sleeping, etc. There is 
not lacking strong, constructive teach- 
ing concerning the New Testament 
doctrines of resurrection, the last judg- 
ment, and future retrtbution. Pre- 
millenarians will disagree with much 
that the author says about the order 
of the events connected with the resurrec- 
tion of the just and the unjust, and “‘the 
general judgment.” If such disputed 
points be passed over with charity and 
patience, Dr. Macartney’s book will be 
very acceptable to all who love the truth.

Between -God and Man, by Rev. An- 
drew George Voigt, D.D., LL.D. 

The author of this book is a professor 
of systematic theology in the Lutheran 
Theological Seminary, Columbia, S. C. 
The book contains: the substance of the 
lectures given to classes in dogmatics, 
and is intended mainly for Bible students. 
The truths which Lutherans hold in 
common with all evangelical Christians 
are clearly and skillfully presented in 
this book. Many will disagree with the 
author, as we do, in his statement that 
“the effect of baptism is regeneration.” 
Some attempt is made to modify this or 
to escape the contrary teaching of 
Scripture and experience by the state- 
ment that when this relation of grace 
has been effected through the Word, 
baptism confirms it. 

The closing chapter deals with ‘Re- 
demption Consummated.”’ The return of 
Christ is clearly taught. The millennial 
period is rejected in toto. A general 
resurrection and a general judgment is 
presented as immediately preceding a 
new heaven and a new earth wherein 
dwelleth righteousness.

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Alternative Views of the Bible, by 
John Bloore. 

Two recent and representative books, 
the one by Louis Wallis, the other by 
Harry Emerson Fosdick, are quoted 
extensively to show the ‘‘modern view” 
and the ‘‘modern use’’ of the Bible. A 
very fair and concise statement is given 
of the main contentions of the moderna 
critical school in their attempt to recon- 
struct the biblical record in conformity 
with the Welhausen tradition. The 
author then argues that the acceptance 
of this unproved and unprovable theory 
would compel the degradation of the 
Bible to the level of the literature of 
pagan religions, would destroy the idea 
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of supernatural revelation and inspiration, 
would make the sacred writers perpe- 
trators of fraud rather than true messen- 
gers of God, would discredit Jesus Christ 
and the apostles—in short, would lead 
to falsehoods and absurdities. The 
basic error of this type of Modernism is 
the dogmatic assumption that a theory 
of the natural evolution of religion may 
be substituted for the doctrine of the 
progressive self-revelation of God. The 
refutation of these vagaries of ‘‘modern 
scholarship”’ is scholarly and yet not too 
technical in its method, while it is 
dignified and earnest in tone.

The opening chapter deals with the 
historical approach to the New Testa- 
ment, then follows a review of six New 
Testament books, Matthew to Acts in- 
clusive, and the Epistle of James. The 
author’s grasp of the content of these 
books and his power of analysis are 
evident throughout. Thought is stimu- 
lated and new avenues of approach to 
the study of these books are suggested 
on almost every page. 

Volume II, ‘‘The Message of the 
Pauline Epistles,’’ contains a brief sketch 
of Paul’s life and an analytical study of 
six of Paul’s epistles. The high standard 
of Volume I is maintained in Volume II. 
An appendix giving directions for study, 
and a chapter of quiz questions, add to 
the merit of these volumes. The New 
Testament student will be greatly helped 
by the study of these books.

Is the Kingdom Age at Hand? by 
Rev. E. M. Milligan, D.D. 

The author of this book has the courage 
of his convictions and we use the term 
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“convictions” in its deepest meaning. 
He, however, does not hesitate to speak 
with positiveness on practically every 
phase of the subject of the Lord’s return 
and his meaning is easily gained, but he 
does not argue at length for his views 
and this may seem to be a fault. He 
believes that the kingdom age is at hand 
and says, ‘‘Of one thing we may be certain 
and that is that right now we are living 
near the end of this present evil age and 
that the end of the kingdom age is not 
far off, but rather it is even now at the 
very door.” 


His intelligent knowledge of the Bible 
and his knowledge of the setting of dates 
for the coming of Jesus Christ up to the 
present time, of which there have been 
many, prompts him to say that it is easy 
to get astray on this subject. He ties 
himself down pretty closely to sacred 
numbers and seems to rely on the sig- 
nificance of such numbers in many places 
to give the interpretation of the Scrip- 
tures to an extent that many would 
hesitate to approve. He believes the 
New Testament to be a dateless book 
and that it gives but the merest hint 
regarding the date of many of the events 
connected with the second coming. 

The book as a whole is a commentary 
on the Revelation with quite brief refer- 
ences to Daniel, especially when speaking 
of any prophesied event which is not 
clear in the Revelation. but is clear in 
Daniel. In commenting on the letters 
to the seven churches of Asia he used 
as illustrative of the present day popular 
view of those letters, the history of Pro- 
fessor Schaff. He finds that the churches 
of Asia prophesied the various phases 
of church history. 


With quite a number of his statements 
that do not seriously affect the chief 
teaching, we cannot be in agreement. 
The book will stimulate thought on a 
subject that has become more and more 
interesting as the gospel age nears its 
close

This is not a treatise on Christian 
evidence, nor, strictly speaking, a defense 
of the Scriptures. The writer frankly 
accepts the Bible as a book of super- 
natural origin, though given through 
men. It is shown to have suffered at the 
hands of men much as did Jesus Christ, 
the incarnate Son of God. It has been 
mocked, pilloried, and crucified, but, just 
as God vindicated His Son by the resur- 
rection from the dead, He has caused the 
Bible to survive a thousand crucifixions 
and to give forth with increasing influence 
its message of redemption to fallen men. 
The key to the Scriptures is seen to be 
Christ; its keynote, redemption; its 
key-stone, the resurrection. 

The author is ingenious in his method 
and intensely earnest in his appeal. He 
furnishes a mass of material which will be 
useful to the Bible student. A skeptical 
reader might find many objections to 
the volume, but those who approach it 


with an open mind will be encouraged 
and stimulated.

Rev. Mr. Joyce has been promoted 
from the office of Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Men to that of Director of 
Practical Work. This is an office for 
which he has always had a holy ambition 
and for which he is qualified by tempera- 
ment and experience and the love of 
souls. 

Rev. Dr. Glover, Director of the 
Missionary Course for the past five 
years, of which years he speaks as 
“‘among the happiest of my life in fellow- 
ship and ministry,’ has accepted an 
invitation to become associated with 
Rev. Henry W. Frost in the home office 
of the China Inland Mission. He leaves 
the Institute at a time when the broaden- 
ing of the work of the Missionary Course 
was under consideration, but it is ex- 
pected that the contemplated plans will 
be carried out under his successor, who 
is likely to be announced next month. 

Mrs. Talmage J. Bittikofer is being 
added to our staff of instructors in Piano 
and Organ Playing, returning to the 
position she held in the Institute prior 
to her marriage to Mr. Bittikofer. 

Miss Olive B. Taylor, Assistant Regis- 
trar, who unhappily has been ill for a 
month or two, has been granted a leave 
of absence for rest until the beginning 
of the new year.

them not even half of what he knows. 
Here is an example. On page 12 he 
speaks of Jesus in the following terms: 
“That ideal Jew, that ardent Pharisee, 
that disciple and friend of his maternal 
uncle, erstwhile vice-president of the 
great Sanhedrin, the illustrious Rabbi 
Jehoshua ben Perachia (nephew and 
uncle named after the same common 
ancestor), that young martyr to whom 
Rome meted out her ignominious punish- 
ment of slaveandrabbi, . . . that zaddik 
Jehoshua ben Joseph of Nazareth’’! 

According to this Jesus is represented 
as an ardent Pharisee, a contemporary, 
disciple and friend of Jehoshua ben 
Perachia. Nothing, however, could be 
further from fact. First, the story from 
which this is taken does not at all repre- 
sent Jesusasan ardent Pharisee or friend 
of that rabbi. Quite the contrary. Second- 
ly, Jehoshua ben Perachia, the only one 
mentioned in the Talmud, was a contem- 
porary of Simon ben Shetach, who lived in 
the time of Alexander Jannaeus, king of 
Judah, from 103 to 76 B. C. He con- 
sequently was dead more than a hundred 
years before that episode recorded in the 
Talmud could have taken place. Thirdly, 
the very attitude of the rabbi toward 
Jesus reflects a much later period. The 
story is found in the Gemara which was 
compiled after the Mishna was written, 
—between A. D. 200 and 600. 

On page 142 the author naively 
declares that the sources of the Sermon 
on the Mount are all found in the Talmud 
and therefore Jesus actually taught 
nothing new, but facts show exactly the 
contrary. When the Logia of Christ 
were already in circulation among the 
Christians in manuscript form, no word 
of the Talmud had yet been written. 
The truer conclusion therefore, is that 
the basis of the many parallel’ sayings 
in the Talmud have their source in the 
teaching of Christ rather than the 
opposite.
